THE RUSSIANS NOW BELIEVE IT 
Adolf Hitler disappeared from the face of the earth 
in the German holocaust at the end of April or the 
first of May, 1945. The Germans said he had com- 
mitted suicide and was dead. The British and Ameri- 
estigated the scene under and above ground 
after Berlin was occupied, and blished by analysis 
and deduction from facts and circumstances that he 
was indeed dead and not hiding in some Bavarian 
redoubt. But the Russians refused to be convinced. 
On various occasions they expressed doubts as to the 
Fuehrer’s suicide. Now they have changed their minds. 
The eleyenth volume of the Soviet Enc slopedia, just 
published, contains the following entry: “Fearing the 
righteous wrath of the people, Hitler committed sui- 
cide on May 1, 1945, as stated in the communique 
issued by the German High Command.” 
Now it may be the American turn to doubt the 
evidence. What is the hidden reason for Russia chang- 
ing her official view—a hidden Hitler, disguised as a 
German corporal and sent into East Germany to as 
in the Red re-armanent there?

Double Hanging 
There Since ’21 


Toronto, Sept. 30—BUP—If Steve 
suchan and Leonard Jackson are 
Yen at Don jail December 16th 
for the murder of detective Edmund 
Tong, it will be the first double 
hanging there since 1921. 

It will also be the first execution 
in Toronto in four and one half 
years, In June, 1948, Leslie David- 
son was hanged for the shooting of 
Mrs. Margaret Meredith, and the 
last hanging before that was in 
1942 when Bill Newell died for 
the murder of his wife. 

The last double hanging in To- 
ronto was in 1921 when William 
McFadden and Roy Hotrum paid 
the penalty for the fatal shooting 
of druggist Leonard Sabine. 

Two persons were hanged in 
Welland for murder in 1946 and 
four persons were executed for one 
murder in Lethbridge, Alberta, in 
1946.

A reduction in the price of meat should not neces- 


aarily be disastrous to the producer or handler. On 
the contrary it should enable more people to enjoy 
more of this essential food, This being the case a 
reduced price should stimulate consumption and this 
in turn would result in a demand for increased pro- 
duction. The net result should be no less in income 
for those engaged in meat handling although it probab- 
ly will mean more work to earn the same money, 

The present high prices of most meats have made 
gil but the cheapest cuts almost inaccessible to people 
of modest means. It is time that greater production 
at a reduced cost was adopted by the meat producing 
industry. 


THERE IS ROOM FOR A 
GREAT DEAL OF IMPROVEMENT

It is a record which indicates more than anything else 
a need for greater care on the highways And, 
finally, it 1s a record which has not necessar been 
entirely established by the motorists who live within 
the district covered. 

There is only one way this record can be removed 
from the slate and that is by more careful driving 
on a province-wide basis. No other solution presents 
itself now nor is likely to in the future. Motor ve- 
hicles can only do what their drivers make them 
except on those rather infrequent occasions of mechani- 
cal failure when the driver js without power to direct 
their course, 

WHY BOTHER TO REVERT? 

One of the things which must puzzle a lot of 
people about Daylight Saving Time is why it is neces- 
sary to revert to Standard Time. The change causes 
a lot of confusion and the benefits, if any, aren't 
apparent to those who, like their daylight at the tail 
end of the day instead of the beginning. 

When the end of Daylight Saving Time draws 
near people are constantly reminded that they are 
gz to get back the hour which was taken away 

from them earlier in the season when the switch 
from Standard Time was made. Now this may be 
true up to a point but for many people it doesn’t 
work out in terms of added sleep. The burst of day- 
light which floods the house an hour earlier has the 
effect of causing many households to stir just that 
much sooner so that, in terms of sleep, that returning 
hour Is Jost along with a good many others from here in. 

From here it seems 48 though we discontinue 
Daylight Saving Time just when it would have some 
real benefit. Usually the month of October is a pleas- 
ant one and cool enough for people to want to get 
some work done outside before winter sets in. But 
“there Is no daylight in which to do it after the evening 
meal, so much has to go undone. Then again school 
children find the pleasant autumn evenings are not 
conducive to getting to bed early but, since it is too 
dark to play outside, they must remain cooped up in 
the house an hour longer than would otherwise be 
necessary, 

Perhaps if the pros and cons of the situation were 
examined carefully the powers that be might see fit 
to compromise on the time at which the changeover 
ip made each fall, No doubt the reluctance to part 
with the hour would be lessened if the switch-back 
was not made until after the nice weather had taken 
leave of thia region .., say around the end of October.

REMEMBER SMOKEY SUNDAY? 

On Sunday, Sept. 24, 1950—that’s almost two 
years ago, St. Thomas, like other places in Western 
Ontario, was blanketed in a thick haze of what seemed 
like smoke or dry fog. Lights had to be turned on 
in the middle of the day and everything had the ap- 
pearance of an evening in late dusk. There were 
many explanations of this phenomenon, but we are 
not sure that any were satisfactory. Some claimed 
that it was smoke clouds coming down from northern 
Alberta, where forest fires were raging, but this was 
discounted ‘by reports from areas between here and 
there that the air was quite clear, Even our weather 
experts were baffled. 

Now comes a report from New York City that 
something similar happened there one day last week. 
It was at its worst in mid-town Manhattan, but was 
also noticeable in Brooklyn and at Newark airport. 
To the weather experts there, however, it was no mys- 
tery. They simply called it “smog.” 

The man in charge of the weather bureau ex- 
plained that the ground air was cooler than the air 
in the upper atmosphere so that there was no vertical 
mixing of air blankets. And there was virtually no 
wind in the morning, which is rare for that area, so 
there was no horizontal mixing. The result, according 
to the weatherman, was a stable meteorological situa- 
tion; the air did not mix and the outpourings of smoke 
from chimney stacks and exhaust pipes accumulated 
at street level. 

An inspection of the Smoke Control Bureau ex- 
plained that any form of combustion—using coal, fuel 
oil, gasoline or wood—pours out sulphur dioxide into 
the atmosphere. If a slight amount of moisture is 
present in the alr, as was true the day in question, 
the sulphur compound dissolves to form a yery mild 
solution of sulphuric acid which can irritate the eyes 
and sensitive respiratory organs. 

To the average person these explanations will be 
as clear as the weather was in St. Thomas on that 
Sunday almost two years ago.

ANNUAL NOTE TO HUNTERS 

Any day now we can expect to hear of the first 
tragedy of the autumn hunting season. It seems to 
be as inevitable as the toll of traffic casualties on 
any weekend that the carelessness of some marksmen 
will cost the lives of others at this season. 

ach year at this time newspaper editors through- 
out the country begin their annual appeals to hunters 
to be careful with guns. The barrage opens with 
bird-shot intended to lay low partridges or ducks but 
how often has the victim been another hunter. Later 
in the season the inveterate sportsmen will be out with 
high-power rifles tracking down big game and again 
the careless use of firearms will be counted in some 
human lives sacrificed. 

Of course, it is always “just an accident.” And 
it is Just because it has been “an accident” that we 
know these tragedies can be prevented. 

Here are some safety rules that may mean your 
own or another hunter's life: 

Never carry a loaded firearm in a car or a boat, 
or over a fence. 

Never pull a loaded gun towards you—out of a 
car or from where you left it leaning against the 
fence while you climbed over. 

Never leave a gun loaded after use. 

Never, even when you know it isn’t loaded, point 
a gun at anyone. 

Make sure your gun is in perfect working con- 
dition and that By ammunition you are using Is the 
correct calibre and not of too high a velocity for the 
construction of the gun. Beware of the “souvenir” gun. 

Don’t mix gunpowder and alcohol. 

These are a few of the rules for hunters, and 
Probably the most important is that if you're not 
6ure—don't shoot. —Ontario Intelligencer

| doctors in Toronto report. 

‘The ‘Women's College Hospital 
says a fertility clinic sel up a few 
years ago has substantiated the old 
wives’ tale that a woman's eagerness 
to become a mother often prevents 
her from fulfilling that desire. 

One doctor says childless couples 
are more than usually good-looking, 
well built and in good physical 
condition. But, in her words, “The 
factor that causes their problem 
is hyper-sensitivity; or in other 
words, over-anxiety to have a child 
causes disturbances that frustrate 
the desire.” 

The doctors find that except for 
congenital abnormalities the major 
cause of childlessness is malfunc- 
| tioning of the endocrine glands, 
usually caused by what the average 
persons knows as being “high 
strung’.” 

The condition, elther in the hus- 
band. or wife but often in both, can 
be greatly corrected by treatment 
such as thyroid pills, And by advice: 
to take things easy and not to worry 
about the stork. 

One doctor says, “The result 1s 
the stork comes along soon in so 
many cases that we are convinced 
that most childless couples can be 
parents.” . 

Often distraction of the would-be 
the problem, 
such as encouraging them to become 
engrossed in hobbies. The old saying 
that the adoption of a child will 
often be followed by a natural child 
has been proved as a fact, the doc- 
tors say. A mother by adoption is 
so interested in ber new child that 
she loses her anxiety complex.

Final tributes to a long and in- 
fluential publishing career were 
paid Thursday at the funeral of 
George H. Wilson, founder of the 
Lindsay Post. Mr. Wilson died- at 
his home Tuesday morning in his 
96th year and the service was con~ 
ducted within the walls of the house 
in which he dwelt for many of the 
years of his long life. 

Dr. Harol B. Neal, Minister of 
Cambridge Street United Church 
preached the funeral sermon 
which was listened to by many of 
Mr. Wilson's relatives, friends and 
members of the staff of the firm he 
founded. o” 

In his remarks, Dr. Neal referred 
to the length of life which Mr. 
Wilson had been privileged to en- 
joy, He observed how that he had 
been born in the years before Con- 
federation in Canada and had, 
through the press, influenced and 
participated in the growth of the 
nation. He referred to his life in 
the community and the part he 
took in it as a member of two fra- 
ternal societies . . . the Masonic 
Order and the Rotary Club of 
which he was @ charter member. 
Mr. Wilson's role in the church of 
his adoption was stressed and Dr. 
Neal said that the greatest tribute 
which could be paid to any man 
could be paid to the deceased: “He 
was a Christian gentleman.” 

Dr. Neal recalled his many visits 
to Mr. Wilson during his lifetime 
and particularly those occasions 
when he had dropped in and 
found him reading. These visits, he 
said, were like a benediction. 


Born at Port Doyer of English

Grazing Causes 
Legumes to Starve 


Submitted by LeRoy G. Brown, 
Agriculture Representative 


Everyone recognizes tie symp- 
toms of starvation in animals but 


recognize the symptoms of this 
condition in plants. In, fact it Js 
probably not widely known that 
such a thing as “starvation” may 
occur in plants but such is definitely 
the case, There are several caus- 
es of starvation in plants but this 
article will be restricted to starva- 
tion caused by removal of leaves. 

Starvation caused by removal of 
leaves occurs commonly in grass- 
es and legumes which are grazed 
heavily or cut for hay frequently. 
Like all plants, grasses and leg- 
umes manufacture in their leaves 
the sugars and starches they re- 
quire. The leaf surface is the food 
“factory”, and the immediate ef- 
fect of clipping by animals or ma- 
chine is to reduce the size of this 
factory. The plant then sets a- 
bout to rebuild its factory. 

This rebuilding process requires 
more energy than the reduced leaf 
surface can supply, and reserve or 
stored food sources must be used. 
With these facts it is readily real- 
ized that if the clipping process 
either by animals or with mower, is 
repeated frequently and the grass- 
es and legumes clipped closely the 
plants simply cannot manufacture 
their food requirements for normal 
growth. One form of starvation oc- 
curs under these circumstances, 

Grasses and legumes on literally 
thousands of farm pastures are 
suffering in various degrees from 
the type of starvation described a- 
bovye. The cause is overstocking— 
not enough production, reduced 
ability to compete against weeds 
and eventually death of the grass- 
es and legumes if starvation is 
carried far enough. The effect on 
yield depends on how long the 
overstocking has proceeded and 
how excessive it has been. In se- 
Vere cases—and they are not un- 
common—the yield may only be 
10 per cent or even less of what 
normally could be produced. 

Starvation at any time of the 
year is serious, but it is particular- 
ly so in the Fall. From early Fall 
onward grasses and legumes norm- 
ally store food in their roots. This 
food is required during the Winter 
‘months when the plants are hiber- 


required for the start of Spring 
growth. Starvation in the Fall re- 
sults in an inceased danger of 
winter killing and weak growth 
the next year. This is particularly 
the case in the legumes.

T have written severa) times about 
| the operation called prefrontal] lobo- 
| tomy, in which the nerves supplying 
\‘the part of brain controlling the 
emotions are cut to relieve deep 
grief and depression. While the 
operation gives this relief, the first 
cases undergoing it resulted in a 
condition of irresponsibility, Fortu- 
nately, latterly many of these 
patients have returned to a normal 
mental and emotional condition. 

It has been noted by all of us 
that when some elderly men and 
women have been bereaved of a 


| tion to their deep grief, some com- 
plaint of the body. 

In the American Journal of Psy- 
chiatry, Dr. Karl Stern, Dr. Miguel 
Prados and Gwendolyn M. Williams, 
B.A., state that bereavement is a 
common experience in old age. 
Somatic (bodily) complaints often 
date from loss of husband or wife. 
The weakened morale of old age 
avoids emotional conflict by divert- 
ing attention to physical symptoms. 
In addition to these complaints of 
body illness, “there may be simul- 
taneous development of self-isola- 
tion, hostility to friends and family, 
and distorted glorification of the 
image of the deceased.” 

It so happens, of course, that 
‘| ailments of the body are really pre- 
| sent and require attention, but are 
not responsible for the chief diffi- 
culties present in the patient. 

In the treatment of these elderly 
patients, these psychiatrists state, 
“To gain and hold the patient's 
| confidence, the spychiatrist must 
| maintain close contact, even when 
the patient is being treated for 
| other medical and surgical con- 
| ditions, because it is correction of 
| the mental and emotional distur- 
| bances that are most important in 
bringing the patient back to normal 
health.” 

The patient's family must be 
informed that the feelings of 
hostility to them and the desire to 
isolate himself or herself is part 
of the emotional illness. 

“Relizious activities, if already of 
interest to the patient, may be fur- 
ther encouraged and developed. 
Similar intense activities (such as 
some charitable enterprise) are 
useful in relieving tension of the 
‘unexpressed’ emotion of grief.

| In the Journal of Neurosurgery 
| (Springfield, Tl.,), Drs, J. Green- 
wood Jr, T. H. McGuire and F. 
Kimbell reported that of 632 pa- 
tients operated upon by them for 
herniated disc, 58 had second oper- 
ations, Nine others who had second 
operation received their first oper- 

ation elsewhere. This total of 67 
| includes patients reoperated on 
| while they were still in hospital and 
16 who had second herniated disc 
in a different location in the spinal 
column, Many were operated on 
after several years of complete re- 
lief before pain returned. Thus in 
only 32 cases can the need for 
second operation be ascribed to 
failure of the first operation. \ 

A review of these 67 cases showed 
that operation for lumbar (ow 
back) disc herniations is not pri- 
marily on the disa injury but an 
operation on the nerve roots invol- 
ved. Thus, re-operation is a worth- 
while procedure if this fact is 
recognized and will further reduce 
the number of patients who obtain 
incomplete relief and need a second 
operation. 

“Tt is emphasized that the open- 
| ing through which the nerve root 
must pass should be at least 50 per 
cent larger than the root itself and 
there should be no loose pieces of 
cartilage left behind, above, or be- 
low the interspace, attached to the 
nerve root, or in the opening in the 
bone through which nerve passes.” 
Nothing should be in the way to 
obstruct or partially obstruct, or 
press on the nerve. 

Bony prominences should be re- 
moved, or better, gently hammered 
down, Fushion, fastening of the 
bones together to strengthen the 
spine in the region, may be neces- 
sary to keep wide the opening of 
the bony canal through which the 
nerve passes to supply muscles and 
structures in region of operation - 
below it to hip and down the leg to 
large sclatic nerve.

Treatment of Baldness By Cortisone 

Several years ago an Illinois 
physician published the results of | 
a treatment for alopecia areata -- 
bald spots --and also for general 
loss of hair from scalp --baldness. 
His results, together with before 
and after illustrations, were so 
satisfactory that he temporarily 
gave up his practice and spent sev- 
eral years in further study. Unfor- 
tunately, his further investigations 
were disappointing and he returned 
to his practice. 

There is no question but that if 
some remedy for restoring lost hair 
or starting new growth were dis- 
covered, there would be a great 
demand for it. Some physicians of 
standing in the profession have 
reported some success with vitamin 
B complex. 

Since the discovery of cortisone 
and AOTH, these two peparations, 
so helpful in arthritis, have been 
used with more or less success in the 
treatment of old or chronic afl- 
ments, 60 it comes with no surprise 
| to learn that research workers have 
| tried cortisone in alopecia areata. 
| In Journal of Investigative Der- 
matology, Baltimore, Drs. C. J. Dilli- 
ha and S. Rothman state that the 
following observations have suggest- 
ed that hormone (gland) factors 
|may play an accessory or helpful 
| role in alopecia areata; regrowth of 
| hair during pregnancy, and recur- 
| rence of alopecia with reestablish- 
| ment of the menses; the onset of 
alopecia occuring with thyrotoxi- 
cosis (poisonous form of goiter); 
and the fact that it is more severe if 
it begins before puberty (12 to 14 in 
girls and 14 to 16 in boys)_ 

“The reasoning that led Dr. 
| Hench and associates to use cortico- 
| tropin (ACTH) and cortisone in 
rheumatoid arthritis prompted Drs. 
| Dillaha and Rothman to try corti- 
‘sone in patients with alopecia 
| areata.” They found 3 or 4 patients 
with long-standing alopecia ereata 
responded to treatment with 
cortisone acetate taken by mouth 
In the one patient who did not 
| respond to this treatment, the di- 
| sease had appeared before puberty. 
In the other three patients, new 


of treatment. 

It is not unusual for hair to grow 
within two years after it has been 
lost but the fact that the disease 
in all three cases was present for 
five or more years without any 
tendency to any growth of hair is 
regarded as proof that the cortisone 
treatment was responsible for the 
regrowth of hair. The fact that 
cortisone stirs up and heals other 
chronic ailments should make it 
worth a trial in baldness. 


Thera Peutic Dermatitis — 
Overtreatment of Skin Conditions 

So many of us think of the skin | 
as simply a covering for all the! 
other tissues of the body, forget- 
ting that the skin ts an organ of 
the body, just as are the heart, 
liver, lungs and other organs. It 
controls body temperature, breath- 
es and ‘removes wastes. It is be- 
cause We think of the skin as just 
® covering that when any skin irri- 

tation or inflammation occurs, 
many think that some simple form 
of treatment must ge given. If 
the irritation or inflammation 
lasts more than a day or tio, they 
think further treatment is neces- 
sary and it is this “further” treat- 
ment that ofen causes more irri- 

tation of inflammation, and a 
skin ailment, that should last only 
a few hours or days, persists for 
weeks or months, When this pro- 
longation of Symptoms occurs due 
to this extra therapy (treatment) 
it is then called therapeutic der- 
matitis—inflammation of the derma 
Or skin—overtreatment dermatitis. 

Tm New England Journal of Med- 
icine, Boston, Dr. C. G. Lane stat- 
es that overtreatment of the skin {s 
becoming a major problem as com- 
paratively few such conditions are 
due to the first or original irritant, 
that 1s, those substances that. 
would produce an eruption When 
coming in contact with the skin, 
but are generally due to Senitiza- 
tion (allergy). 

In one series of Cases of thera- 
peutic dermatitis that was review- 
ed before the discovery of penicil- 
lan, 70 per cent Were caused by the 
Sulfa drugs, 10 per cent by mer- 
Cury, and the other 20 per cent 
by unknown substances, In anoth- 
er series, 35 per cent were caused 
by sulfa drugs. This js the reason 
that the sulfa drugs are not ap- 
plied as much directly to the skin 
as formerly, Sulfa drugs, like pen-

plied to remedy the first or origl- 
nal condition. Whereas the nor- 
mal skin withstands ordinary 
chemical contacts, a skin stripped 
of {ts protective layers, particul- 
arly a skin already inflamed by 
chemical agents, is easily frritat- 
ed.” Therapeutic dermatitis often 
results also when chemicals are 
applied for small scratches, cuts 
or burns, because of the natural 
eagerness to prevent infection. 
The thought then is that over= 
treatment of a skin irritation of 
inflammation is the commonest 
cause Of prolonging these skin con~ 
ditions.

The Department of Agriculture 
Warns farmers to saye their top 
soll when building a home. . 
It saves money and labor when 
grounds are landscaped.

Usually when excavation work 
Starts, the top soil is either rem- 
oved or buried. But it’s just as 
easy to bulldoze the topsoil into a 
stockpile in the corner of the lot 
before excavation is dus. 

‘Then when the time comes to 
plant grass seed or shrubs, the 
good soil is ready to be spread. 
J. H. Boyce of the forage plants 
division of the experimental farm 
at Ottawa, points out an example. 
Two homes were built on neigh= 
bouring lots . . . both had excellent 
topsoil. x 
Qne bullder stockpiled the soil 
before construction . . . and spread 
it after the house was built. The 
cost was $65 and it provided tope 
soll to a depth of eight inches. 

In the second home, the soil way 
buried. After the building was fin- 
jished the area was covered with 
fill. Then the owner had to buy, 
topsoil. It cost him $132 for one 
inch of soil.

LINDSAY 
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Advantages of 
Fail Plowing 
Are Cited 


Released by LeRoy Brown 
Agriculture Representative 
Fall time plowing plays an im- 
portant part in successful crop 
growing, Plowing completed in 
Autumn enables one to get the crop 
sown much earlier next spring, No 
one now questions the advisability 
of sowing as early as possible, for 
in the great majority of years the 
early sown field not only reduces 
the largest number of bushels per 
acre but also the heaviest and best 

samples of grain. 

Perhaps in no other one direction 
is there greater loss than in this 
matter of late sowing and therefore 
everything that can possibly be 
accomplished and every effort that 
can reasonably be made to expediate 
matters along this line should: be 
finished as far as possible at this 
period 

Fall plowing gives time for the 
ground to settle, and capillary ac- 
tion to be restored for supplying 
moisture to the lant during the 
growing season. The usual amount 
of rainfall is in no sense equal to 
the demands of vegetation, there- 
fore if a good crop is to be secured 
the balance must come from some 
other source; which, unless artificial 
means be employed, must come 
from the water occupying the space 


| in the subsoil by means of capillary 


processes. In the operation of plow- 
ing the small tubes through which 
the moisture rises to the surfaces 
are broken up and must again be 
formed before the subsoil water is 
available for the plant growth. 

When the plowing is done in the 
Autumn there is ample time for this 
work of nature to be performed 
previous to seeding, but where it 
is delayed until the Sping this 
capillary moisture cannot rise above 
the bottom of the furrow until 
these capillary activities are re- 
stored, with the result that where 
the rainfall is insufficient, the 
plowed soi] rapidly dries out and 
the young plant suffers for want 
of moisture: Indeed, there are times 
when the seed will not sprout on 
Spring plowing owing to this con- 
dition. 

It will readily be observed, there- 
fore, that while deep plowing which 
may be practised in the Fall with 
good results, in enlarging the water- 
holding capacity of a soil and there- 
by loosening it up that the roots of 
plants may the more readily find 
their way through it in search of 
food, would on the other hand be 
disastrous in the Spring when dry 
weather prevails on account of the 
capillary tubes being broken up 
to a greater depth, these rendering 
a larger quantity of the surface soil 
in q favorable condition to be dried 
out by the sun and wind. 

Another great penefit to be de- 
rived by Autumn plowing is the 
action of the frost on the soil. Es- 
pecially is this noticeable in the 
treatment ‘of heavy clay lands that 
are lable to become close and 
sticky, These are expanded and so 
loosened and pulverized that the 
labor of reducing the field into a 
good seed-bed is much*more easily 
accomplished, which in the end also 
has a very direct effect toward se- 
curing an early seeding.

The Lindsay Town Council will 
decide next week whether it will 
sell a strip of Kawartha Park to the 
Victoria County District High 
School Board or not. The Board 


has made an offer of $1,000 for a | 


strip of the park 107 feet wide and 


80 feet long. Council members | 
indicated that they were aot | 
anxious to sell any of Lindsay's 


‘parks, and, if possible to avoid such 
sales. 

The application to buy the strip, 
extending from Adelside Street 
east along the back of the present 
L.CL oroperty, was read to council. 
Mayor Lamb claimed that council 
could not in any case sell the park 
property because of the manner in 
which it had been given to the 


town. 
Reeve Butler stated that this 
strip of land was worth about 


$5,000. 

Ald. Stevens suggested that coun- 
cil write the Board and tell them 
that it was impossible for the land 
to be sold. Ald. McQuarrie noted 
that part of this strip had already

The Lindsay Town Council has 
turned down a request from the 
Lindsay Board of Parks Manage- 
ment for an additional $700 this 
year. The request was made by Carl 
Brown, chairman of the Board of 
Parks Management, at a meeting 
of the Town Council on Tuesday, 
evening. 

Mr. Brown, in addressing the 
council, stated that the Board had 
asked for $8,600 when the budget 
had been struck and added that 
this figure had been cut to $7,500 
by council, He claimed that other 
municipalities in the province were 
granting the Parks Boards one and 
one-half mills, He spoke at length 
of the value of parks to any town 
and urged the members of council 
to consider that the parks were 
part of their responsibility, 

Mr, Brown, in speaking of the 
| year’s work on the Board, stated 
that i would appear that the 
Board would need an additional 
$700 to carry on until the end of 
this year and urged council to take 
greater consideration of the Parks 
Board when striking the 1953 bud- 
get. 

Ald, Lloyd Burrows, reading from 
| the Municipal Act, stated that it 
was doubtful if any Parks Board 
received more than one mill in its 
budget as the Act forbids anything 
greater than that, He termed the

It was learned 
that the boiler heating the digester 
had burned out on Friday when a 
Safety valve did not open in time 
to prevent the damage. Mr. Fellows, 
in his letter, stated that it seem- 
ed a “problem to determine what! 
had caused the boiler to break?’ 
He observed that a safety valve 
had been tested on the previous 
week and had been found satisfacs 
tory. He recommended that an ads | 
ditional safety valve be installed | 
on the boiler and suggested that | 
there might be less trouble in the 
plant’s operations if the boiler 
Were oil heated instead of coal. He 
pointed out that there was an ate 
tendant at the plant for only eight 
hhours per day and added that an 
automatic ojl burner might prevent 
any further boiler breaks. 

Reeve Richard Butler, as chair- 
man of the special committee ap- 
pointed to direct the operations of 
the sewage disposal plant, then op- 
ened up on the two letters received. 
He claimed that the account for 
$417.33, to pay for the pump re- 
pairs and for two new shallow well 
pumps, should be directed to Mr.

“Suicide Hill 

There's a man at Manilla who 
stands to lose the fruits of nine 
years business endeavour because 
a road has been altered. 

Nine years ago Jack Graham 
set himself up in the service 
station-business at what was then 
the western entrance to the village 
of Manilla on Highway Wo. 7. In 
the years that followed he worked 
hard to encourage trade and he 
was moderately successful. All went 
well until it was decided that this 
section of Highway 7 was to become” 
@ part of the Trans-Canada High- 
way. It was then that he received 
the hardest jolt of his business 
career -~ he learned that the high- 
way would by-pass his service 
station. Mr. Graham was destined 
from that time on to look forward 
to the day when his business would 
be dealt the mortal blow of having 


worse*he was the only businessman 
in Manilla to be so affected -- all 
the others were on the new line 
of travel. 
The report was circulated that 
Mr. Graham was to be compensat= 
ed for this death blow to his busi- 
mess and last week “The Post” 
called on him to see if this were 
the case. It was surprised at what 
it learned not only concerning this 
matter but regarding the new high- 
‘way generally. 
First, Mr. Graham made it clear 
that he had not been given any 
consideration” whatever. “I have 
written to Mr. Hodgson and Mr. 
Frost about the situation and have 
received no satisfaction,” he told 
(“The Post.” He also stated thas 
hhe had written to highways officials 
only to be given replies to his 
‘queries which offered him no hope 
of any compensation. “I am. told,” 
he stated, “that as long as they 
leave the connecting road with my 
business place open, there is noth—- 
ing TI ean do: They don't even have 
to Keep the connecting road plowed 
out.” (As a matter of interest his 
seryice station stands several hun- 
dred yards in either direction from 
the new highway. Asked what he 
planned to do, he admitted that 
he was at a loss to know. 
So much for Mr. Graham and 
the umfortunate predicament in 
which he finds himself. 
While in Manilla, “The Post* 
talked with several citizens and 
it was disturbed by some of the 
things it learned. 
According. to well - informed 
quarters, the. new highway not 
only cut offs a business ty taking 
the route it has, it does three other 
detrimental things: (1) It by-passes 
@ lovely parksite deeded to the 
Ontario Dept. of Highways by 
Judge Dan De Lury thus depriving 
motorists of a lovely spot to stop 
and rest In summer; (2) It cyeates 
a hazardous “S” cufve oR a grade 
which has already been dubbed 
“Suicide Hill”, and; (3) It has cost 
the-taxpaying public an estimated 
$250,000 that could have been 
largely avoided and still provided 
@ good highway. 
“Ihe Post” learned that this 
stretch of highway was surveyed 
and partially constructed in such a 
way that had it been allowed to 
stand, snowplows would have bank- 
ed snow against the doorways of 
many Manilla homes. It was not 
until leading Manilla citizens pro- 
tested this so strongly that some- 
thing had to be done, that those 
responsible agreed to move it over 
to the south by several feet. This, it 
is learned, was a costly procedure 
because it had been already surfac- 
€d with asphalt. All this had to 
be removed at great expense and 
total loss. In the meantime it was 
discovered that the base supporting 
the road was “springy” and had to 
come out and be replaced at further 
high cost.

FIGURES DON’T LIE BUT THEY'RE 
AWFUL EASY TO CHANGE 

Sometime ago attention was called to the fact that 
Lindsay's population was in a state of flux according 
to signs at the entrances to the town. One sign pro- 
claimed a population of 9,300, another 10,500 and so 
forth. The result was that everyone coming into 
Lindsay from out-of-town was more or less puzzled 
and could only hazard a guess as to the correct figure. 
Since that time a Census has been taken by the 
Dominion Government’ and the population of Lindsay 
has been officially established at 9,603 but the signs 
have not been made to conform with this figure. On 
the contrary they have been all jacked up to the 
10,500 figure—nearly 1,000 over the official high. 

In view of the facts as they are presented in the 
census report, what point is there in trying to delude 
the public? Why not call a spade a spade and be 
done with it? 

Just as a matter of interest Lindsav’s official popu- 
lation in 1901 was 7,003—It has grown by 2,600 people

CHANGING POPULATION 

Ottawa reveals that to September this year over 
30,000 have come to Canada from the British Isles. 
This is heartening news to those who lose no oppor- 
tunity to engage in the long-standing controversy over 
the balance of British stock in the Canadian population. 

It is a fact, however. that in the 10-year census 
period between 1941 and 1951 immigration had little 
appreciable effect on the over-all picture of racial 
groups but there is a steady decline in the proportion 
of Canadians of British origin. 

For the first time in our history the proportion of 
British stock fell under 50 per cent in 1941 and the 
trend continues. Of course those tracing their an- 
cestry to the British Isles still form the largest racial 
group. The 1951 census figures show that out of our 
14,009,425 people, 6,709,685 are of British origin. The 
other major groups are: French, 4,319,167; German, 
615,999; Ukranian. 395,000: Scandinavian, 283,000; 
Dutch, 264,000; Polish, 219,000. 

A noteworthy population shift is seen in the pres- 
ence of nearly half a million French-Canadians now in 


Ontario. There are about the same number of British 
in Quebec. 


Toronto is probably regarded as the most British 
of our largest cities, but it isn’t in population. Van- 
couver, with 70.9 per cent of its people of British stock 
is the leader, with Calgary and Toronto and Hamilton 
all around 68 per cent. 

The census figures show other interesting propor- 
tions of ethnic groups. Ottawa's French-Canadian 
stock is 28 per cent of its total and Windsor’s is 18.3 
per cent. In Edmonton the Ukranian population is 
the second largest group with 10.7 per cent of that 
origin. Winnipeg is the most cosmopolitan centre with 
slightly more than 50 per cent of British stock, and 
its second group Ukranian with 13.7 per een : 
ton has nearly 10,000 Italians and althou 
per cent of its population they are the se 
group. In Quebec City only 
lation is of British stock. 

The picture is one which shows that Canada’ 
face is changing: not dramatically, but steadily. :

Than Old Timers Realized

Many taboos formerly observe' 
in growing lily bulbs can be for- 
gotten. Among them are deep plant- 
ing, avoidance of commercial plant 
food, too much worry about acid 
soil. Careful tests have demon-|__ 
strated that all these have little |’ 
merit. 

Most lilies are species, or wild 
forms, capable of taking care of 
themselves and especially, if they 
come from cold climates, of surviv- 
ing winter weather. Hardy lilies 
should be planted in the fall. Cold 
will not injure them, and they will 
be far better off than passing the 
winter in a cold storage plant, as

in the spring. 

If you have planted haray lilies 
in the past which did not live over 
winter, it was probably disease 
rather than cold that killed them.) 
Poor drainage is another hazard.

EDITORIALS 


LINDSAY IS FORTUNATE 


Lindsay is fortunate in having for its municipal 
headquarters a building which is so representative of 
early Lindsay and yet in such an excellent state of 
preservation. Any suggestion that this fine structure, 
which is a monument to skill of pioneer workmen, 
should be done away with in favor of some 
modern piece of architecture must certainly be looked 
upon with disfavor, This may be an age of stream- 
lining and progress but it is also an age in which 
there is a growing respect for those things enduring 
and of historical significance. It is also an age in 
which the importance of conservation is being recog- 
nized to a greater degree than ever before. 

Lindsay's Town Hall is something of which every 
citizen can be justly proud, It is a splendid building 
which needs to be maintained in good repair and 
preserved as a historic landmark which will be In- 
creasingly appreciated as the years go by. 

Now this endorsement of the present Town Hall 
does not mean that improvements should not be made 
to the interior if they are going to facilitate the carrying 
on of the town’s business. Certain changes within 
the building probably could be made to improve the 
general layout and anything which contributes to ef- 
ficiency rightly ought to be entertained. Much can 
be done to improve the usefulness of this building 
without effacing its historical features which are 
irreplacable.

BRIDGE FACILITIES TRAILING 
HIGHWAY IMPROVEMENTS 


During the past summer, as in many preceding 
summers, highway improvements have gone ahead 
at a great rate in this section of Ontario. There is 
hardly a provincial highway around Lindsay which 
hasn’t been improved in some form. Usually the 
improvements take the form of widening and grade 
reduction with extensive resurfacing. Unfortunately 
for some reason or another, bridge facilities along 
these improved highways have not kept pace. There 
are still many antiquated old spans built to serve the 
horse and buggy era and having a hard time to stand 
up under modern traffic. As a matter of fact some 
of these old bridges appear to be on the point of 
lying down which, as long as they choose a time when 
no one will be injured, might not be a bad idea. At 
least it would speed the day when replacement would 
be made. 

The building of improved bridges would seem to 
be more urgent than highway improvement in many 
instances and it is surprising that the latter has so 
far outstripped the former except, of course, if it just 
isn’t possible to get bridge building materials. Most 
of the highways which are being improved this year 
were in quite good shape before, certainly they were 
in better shape than many of the bridges which 
spanned bi-secting streams. It is therefore surprising 
that the bridge problem was not tackled first. At 
worst it seems it should have been made to keep 
pace with other highway improvements and not al- 
lowed to get so far out of line.

A HALF-WAY CROSSING POINT 


There is probably no other main street in any 
Ontario town which tries the skill of pedestrian and 
motorist alike more than Lindsay’s Kent Street. This 
is not due to the fact that the street is too wide ‘or 
that it is of faulty construction, but rather to the 
fact that the distance between the intersections is 
so great that it encourages jay-walking on an extensive 
scale. In consequence anyone driving along Kent St. 
has to be constantly on the alert for people darting 
out from between parked cars into the line of traffic. 

In view of the dangers presented under existing 
conditions would it be in the interests of safety to 
provide pedestrian crossings midway between the main 
downtown intersections—one halfway between Cam- 
bridge and William Sts. and the other halfway be- 
tween William and Lindsay Sts. Such an arrangement 
might have the effect of encouraging the public to 
cross at these points thus reducing the hazard to 
pedestrians and motorists. Telling people to cross 
only at intersections Is not likely to haye much effect 
when the intersections are 80 far apart. More con- 
venient crossing points might improve the situation 
and reduce jaywalking.

LORD ASTOR 


The death of Viscount Astor at the age of seventy- 
three closes a career of high distinction. Though 
born to wealth and in succession to a title, Lord 
Astor had no inclination to the life of luxurious ease. 
He regarded his advantages as conferring a public 
responsibility and he worked hard for good causes. 
His services in politics and journalism were especially 
notable. , 


A mere list of Lord Astor’s activities suggests a© 
In 1910 he en-~ 


many-sided man of unusual energy. 
‘tered the British House of Commons at the age of 
thirty-one. He remained an MP until his father’s 
death obliged him, to his regret, to transfer himself 
to the House of Lords. As a Parliamentarian, his 
particular concern was in questions of public health, 
the national diet and agriculture. These interests 
remained with him. He headed the League of Nations 
committee on nutrition, wrote books on the proper 
use of British land, served as governor of a London 
hospital. Wor five years he was Mayor of Plymouth 
—a record tenure in the history of that famous town. 

From his father, the first Lord Astor, he inherited 
the London Observer. Founded in 1791 and influential 
in its early years, the Observer was a paper of little 
consequence when it came under Astor ownership. 
The new proprietor and his son, choosing brilliant 
editorial aides, made it one of the world’s greatest 
Journals of opinion, notable for the force and candor 
of its political views, the skill of its learned critics and, 
as readers of this newspaper know, the excellence of 
its foreign correspondence. 

Lord Astor married Nancy Langhorne of Virginia 
and she became, as every one knows, a great celebrity 
in her own right and the first British woman MP. 
Together at Cliveden, their country house, they enter- 
tained all the famous politicians, writers and artists 
of the day. The story that the so-called “Cliveden 
set” hatched plots to appease Hitler was a libel for 
the Astors themselves, long before the war, denounced 
Burope’s dictators; and their guests included men and 
women of all political colors. To Lady Astor, long 
the gracious chatelaine of the Cliveden salon, and to 
her children we offer our sincere sympathy.

The trouble is, of course, that many of them still 
are just that. The trouble also is that one of the 
basic assumptions seems to be that the best market 
potentialities and the resources potential are inevit- 
ably found first of all near the big cities, and par- 
ticularly near the big cities of central Canada.

increasingly looking elsewhere, away from the over- 
grown and under-serviced melropetan areas of 
central Canada, 

It must be said, unfortunately, that much of the 
industrial growth that is taking place in Canada out- 
side of the areas of Toronto and Montreal is still 
taking place against the well financed opposition of 
“promoters and publicists,’ few of whom have ever 
been able to look farther into the field of economic 
realities than their next expense account.

Skin Inflammation Due To Drugs 
During World War I, an epidemic 

of scarlet fever occurred in an in- 

fantry unit and about twenty 
members were sent to our base 
hospitaL Among the patients was 
their chaplain whom I happened 
to know as a university sprinter. 
He complained bitterly to me, a5 
senior medical officer, that this 
detension in hospital might prevent 
his going overseas with his unit 
and, besides, he was not sick.

In Postgraduate Medicine, Drs. M_ 
B. Sulzberger; and V. H. Whitten, 
Professor and Assistant, respective- 
-ly, in Dermatology, New York Uni- 
versity Postgraduate School, state 
that not only dermatologists but 
also physicians in general are DOW 
recognizing the ever increasing 
mnumber of dermatoses (skin ail- 
ments) due to drugs. All physicians 
arid the public also are aware of all 
the new drugs and combination of 
drugs © --antibiotics,  antiseptics, 
‘analgesics, antihistaminics, antico- 
agulants, vitamins, hormones, seda- 
tives and soporifics, as well as in- 
numerable other kinds of medica 
ments. 

While it is admitted that these 
drugs have been of benefit to 
patients, the number of undesire- 
able effects has multiplied many 
times. Among the undesirale effects 
are skin eruptions and irritations, 
many of which are mild but, un- 
fortunately, some are severe. And 
as these skin reactions may Closely 
resemble some definite skin disease 
to whichis added the special or 
specific eruption of a particular 
drug, “especially if the patient is 
allergic to this drug, diagnosis is 
difficult. f 

Drs. Sulzberger and Whitten name 
the various drugs to which the 
patient may be allergic and the 
variety of inflammations, irritations 
or eruptions that commonly result 
from the use of certain drugs, either 
from allergy (oversensitive to the 
drug) or- where the drug acts as a 
poison. Symptoms may be 
(simple itching) or very severe. 
--The family physician should be 
first consulted. He will recognize 
the symptoms of drug eruption and 
may then refer patient to the skin 
specialist for needed special treat- 
ment. r 
Suggestions for Diabetics 

Because. so many Individuals 
still die from diabetes, it may be 
thought that insulin has failed as 
a cure for diabetes. As ‘a matter of 
fact noone need die of diabetes if 
they follow the® diet outlined by 
their physician and use insulin 
when it is needed. As* pointed out 
by Dr. Henry T. Ricketts, professor 
of medicine in” University of 
Chicago’e medical research center, 
if'a rogulated (diabetic) diet does 
not result in the disappearance of 
excess sugar from blood and urine, 
the use of insulin must be started 

Speaking on The Modern Treat- 
ment of Diabetes at the last annual 
meeting of the American Medical 
Association, Dr. Ricketts em- 
phasized the four main goals of 
the doctor in. managing this di- 
sease, These goals are relieving 
symptoms of the disease, keeping 
nutrition normal, preserving the 
ability of the pancreas to produce 
insulin, and preventing or mini- 
mizing complications. Of the four 
above goals, relieving symptoms 
and keeping nutrition normal, are 
easy if the patient cooperates, so 
that “the obese (overweight) be- 
comes leaner, the leaner, fatter 
and people of normal weight must 
not be permitted to gain or lose.” 

Advanced and latest studies 
prove that the basic and original 
belief of Drs. Banting and Best 
that diabetes is a condition of in- 
sufficient insulin being manuac- 
tured by the pancreas was sub- 
Stantiated. “Patients with diabetes 
have been found to possess only. 
38 per cent of the normal amount 
of insulin in the pancreas. Young- 
er patients, who have acquired 
the disease early, may have less 
than 10 per cent of normal {insulin 
in their pancreases.”” 

It will be remembered how not 
only did every child with diabetes 
die before the discovery of insulin, 
but died within a short time,

Complications are also of im- 
portance as Dr. Ricketts points 
out that while the cause is un- 
known, it has been found that 
diabetes in young patients brings 
on hardening of the arteries which 
is a forerunner of heart stroxe 
(coronary thrombosis) and bram 
stroke (apoplezy). 2 
Necessary High Blood Pressure | 
Essential Hypertension 
As stated before, the subject of 
most interest to men and women 
is their health and the most dis- 
cussed single subject about health 
and the body is blood pressure, 
particularly high blood pressure -- 
hypertension; ‘hyper means above 
and ‘hypo’ means below. 
That this interest in high blood 
pressure is only natural is due to 
the fact that hypertension “occurs 
in approximately half the people 
over fifty years of age and con- 
tributes directly or indirectly to at 
least twenty-five per cent of their 
deaths.” 
The commonest forms in which 
disability and death occur from 
hypertension is heart strokes (cor- 
onary thrombosis) and brain strok- 
es (apoplexy). 

In his book, “Essential Hyper- 
tension,” Drs. Richard F. Herndon, 
| of Springfield, Ulinois, states that 
| blood pressure may be defined as 
| the lateral pressure exerted on the 
| walls of the blood-vessels by the 
blood yessels contain. Blood pres- 
{sure is the product of the volume 
| of the blood, its viscosity or con- 
| sistency, the amount of blood 
pumped out by the heart, and the 
resistance of the tiny blood-vessels 
at the end of the arteries (capil- 
Jaries) and the veins carrying blood 
back to the heart. 
| In the normal individual, blood 
| volume and its viscosity are kept 
Fquite constant through fluid in- 


riddle of essential hypertension 
remains unsdlved.” However, one 
fact that seems to be definitely 
established is that in the majority 
of cases, hypertension is an in- 
herited constitutional predisposit- 
ion. Knowing this, is a safeguard. 
Dr, Herndon states that in hy- 
pertension (45 in many other 
conditions) it is the patient rather 
{han the malady that requires 
attention. “The relief of appre- 
hension and fear is particularly 
important.” 
Science, Writers’ Tour 
of Cancer Laboratories 

What some cannot understand is 
why, with the millions spent to 
fight cancer all over the world, the 
canse or causés remain unknown. 
Now, cancer organizations are a- 
ware that the public 1s looking for 
an answer to its gifts and sccord- 
ingly the American Cancer Society 
has given an accounting to tne 
public of the more than $20.000,000 
spent during the past six years for 
cancer research. Jt did this by 


| sponsoring a two-week tour of rep- 


resentative. Eastern and Mid- 
western laboratories by a dozen of 
the nation’s science writere. From 
Boston to Minneapolis, research 
directors threw open all doors to 
the sefence writers, spoke candidly 
of their plans and progress and 
extended umprecedented hospitali~ 
ty in relations between scientists 
and science writers. 

“The effort to let the public 
understand exactly and more fully 
just how its gifts to cancer research 
were being spent resulted in day to- 
day running stories in major news- 
papers aNd news magazines 
throughout the United States. Few 
Science writing ventures ever at- 
tained the lineage accorded this 
story’ of science’s attack against 
cancer. Coinciding with the staré 
of the Cancer Society's annual 
April campaign. the accounts had 
the effect of pointing out what 
America is getting for its cancer 
control dollars. The early contri- 
butions to this cancer campaign 
showed that the nation was satis- 
fied and will invest more money 
than ever in the fight against can- 
cer.” 

Fortunately these science writers 
are equipped to understand the 


terchange between plasma (fluid 
part of the blood which carries 
the little blood cells or corpuscles to 
all parts of the body) and tissue 
spaces, the secretion (manufacture) 
of urine, and the reservoir function 
or action of the spleen with its 
blood-making apparatus. Thus, 
under ordinary circumstances, the 
‘maintenance of blood pressure 
depends upon the adjustment of 
the heart output of blood and the 
end of the blood-vessel line which 
vary according to circumstances, 
|to the volume of blood which is 
always the same in amount. _ 

If this relationship between the 
volume of blood and the walls of 
the blood-vessels is changed so that 
the yolume of blood meets more 
than normal resistance in the 
blood-vessels or capillaries (tiny 
blood vessels between arteries and 
veins), ‘more power behind the 
blood stream is necessary to pump 
past or through this resistance and 
thus we have high blood pressure, 
necessary or essential high blood 
pressure (hypertension). 

“Despite countless investigations 
and the considerable number of 
facts that have been revealed, the 
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nature of the work being done on 
cancer research: “As many as a 
score of scientists were interview- 
ed in a single day and their in- 
terests ranged from nuclear phys- 
ics to complex biochemical phenom- 
ena.”

Suring to the public which is nat- 
urally interested in this difficult 
and prolonged search to fight can- 
cer successfully.

Butter production is up in Cen- 
tral Ontario for the first eight 
months this year over last but Vic- 
toria County didn’t contribute to 
the’ trend. Output of butter in Vic- 
toria County during the period 
under study was 228,462 potinds in 
the first elght months of 1952 as 
compared with 234,849 pounds in 
the same period last year. ,.a 
| drop of nearly 6,000 pounds. Big- 
gest increases in Central Ontario 
production were recorded by Hast- 
ings’ and Northumberland Coun- 
ties. Hastings pushed butter prod- 
uction up nearly 100,000 pounds in 
‘the first eight months of 1952 a- 
gninst the previous comparative 
period’s output. 

Here is some province-wide data 
on butter and cheese production: 

“The production of creamery. but- 
ter showed an increase of 15.2 per 
cent, and Cheddar cheese a de-| 
crease of 27.2 per cent during the 
month of August, as compard with 
the Same month a year ago. Cream-

1951. For this same comparison the

“The cumulative production of 
creamery butter during the our- 
rent year up to the end of August 
totals 54,092,400 pounds, or 13.0 per 
cent more than in the same eight 
months of last year when produc- 
tion totalled 47,882,800 pounds. In 
the case of Cheddar cheese the 
cumulative output now emounts to 
33,325,300 pounds as compared with 
43,705,300 pounds, reduction of 
23.8 per cent. 

“The amount of whole milk used 
for the combined production of 
both creamery butter and Cheddar 
cheese was practically the same in 
August 1952, as in August 1951, am- 
ounting to 291,125,300 pounds. as a- 
gainst 292,086:900 pounds. For the 
eight month period, the amount of 
whole mile utilized in the produc- 
tion of these two products amount- 
ed to 1,638,629,900 pounds this year 
as compared with 1,608,772,100

| About Birds 


| White-Throated Sparrow 

It is on a sunny October day that 
flocks of White-Throated Spar~ 
rows claim ones attention as: they. 
diligently seek for weed seeds in 
the garden. Tt is true as these birds 
migrate south at this time of year 
they are particularly sociable tray- 
ellers and many stragglers are wel- 
comed to their flocks such as the 
White-Crowned species. 

However is it interesting to scrut- 
inize every flock with care in Spring 
and Autumn. The White-Throat 
has a length of some 6 to 7 inches 
and is larger than the English 
Sparrow. Both male and female 
have a black crown divided by @ 
narrow white line. A’ yellow spot is 
noticed before the eye and a white 
line, apparently running through it 
passes backward to the nape. The 
throaf¢ is of conspicuous white. The 
chestnut back is varied with black 
and white. The breast is gray, 
growing lighter underneath. The 
wings are edged with rufuos and 
have two white cross bars. 

This is the most famous songster 
| of the Canadian north woods. At 
its best the song is a clear, flute- 
| like, slowly measured whistle which 
|has been translated as “Hard- 
time-Can-a-da Can-ada-" or 
“Poor-Bill-Pea-bo-dy — Pea-bo-dy 
—Pea-bo-dy.” The White Thront 
is a brushwood bird; tangled thick- 
ets or brush piles are Its fayorite 
haunts. Throughout this section of 
Canada this bird is a migrant only 
and its best song is Tarely heard. 
At this time, in the autumn when 
the young birds fly south, the notes 
are heard in a softened shortened 
Version which delights and at- 
tracts the ear of the bird lover. 

One learns that this little bird of 
the Finch family nests north to 
the limit of trees and builds its 
nest on the ground or in low 
bushes. The nest ts of coarse gras- 
ses, rootlets and most lined with 
finer moss, 

Bird lovers welcome this attrad- 
tive little bird with his artistocratic 
colouration. They seem to seek at- 
tention as they boldly peck about 
the kitchen door, calling to each 
other to follow as tasty seeds and 
insects are located: Thus their 
notes, “tseep tseep” are heard, 

This White-Throat is a valuable 
bird. It is a very important des- 
troyer of weed seeds, especially 
ragweed. It also consumes g Gon- 
siderable number of insects and 
wild fruit. As the species comes 
down in great numbers to the 
thickly cultivated sections in early 
autumn its effect on the succeed- 
ing season's weed crop must be 
pronounced. ‘ 

Eventually they will arrive at 
thelr winter quarters which ex- 
tend from Southern New England 
to Florida, but they will be seen 
early next April as they are re- 
turning to their northern breeding 
grounds, It gives one a thrill to jq- 
entlfy them and perhaps to hear 
in the dark of midnight the wWhite- 
throat softly singing in his dreams,

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Tall, Late Tulips 


Twice az many tulips are planted 
in the fall as all other fall bulbs, 
including daffodils, hyacinths, lilies 
and the minor bulbs. So great a 
variety in flowering season, types 
and colors are available among 
‘tulips, some study should be given 
to their classification, to be sure 
the bulbs you plant will produce 
the garden display you hope for 
next spring. a 
Size of bulb is of the first im- 
portance. Bulbs are graded in Hol- 
Jand by their circumference in 
centimeters. No 6 can be 
shipped to this country which are 
smaller than 9 to 10 centimeters, 
and this size is only permitted in 
the case of early flowering tulips. 
‘The smallest tall, late flowering 
tulips that can be shipped out, 
measure 11 to 12 centimeters in cir- 
cumference and are known as sec- 
ond size. Any bulbs smaller than 
these minimum sizes which may be 
sold here were not grown in Hol- 
land. ‘ 


The Dutch government maintains 
these standards to make sure that 
all exported bulbs will flower next 
spring, if they are properly planted 
in well drained garden soil of aver- 
age fertility.

Why It Was Called 
“Fingerboard’’ 


There's a fascination about 
the names of communities and 
it is always interesting to learn 
| why they were so called. Fin- 
gerboard, a small community 
about four miles from Seagrave 
and 17 miles from Lindsay, was 
given its name in a most wusu- 
al way.

“He returned to Patigonia sey- 
eral times, but was unsuccessful,” 
said Miss Currins. The last time he 
set out with six months’ food 
supplies, but did not return. A ship 
was sen’ in search of him, and he 
was found starved to death. In 
his diary he had written a plea 
that th work be continued. His son 
volunteered to go in his father’s 
place and in 1854 he and a group of 
misélonarles returned. The diffi- 
culties were many, but the résults 
wonderful, and many fierce natives 
were won for Christ.” 

“The Baptist Mission is doing 
fine work in Bolivia, South Ameri- 
ca”, said she. Rev, Archibald B. 
Reekie established Protestant work 
in that land. In many 1896 he went 
to Bolivia. Next year he returned 
to Canada and was ordained a Bap- 
tist Minister. In 1898 he returned to 
Bolivia and served 28 years. Due to 
his enthusiasm the Ontario and 
Quebec Baptist Convention agreed 
to open work in Bolivia. There was 
gradual growth, in spite of much 
opposition, and in 1905 the battle 
for religious work was finally won.

How to Prolong Vegetable 
Freeze-up 


Harvest After 


Storage of vegetables from small 
Victory gardens after freezing 
weather has put an end to the 
harvest does not require any con- 
siderable equipment. 

An unheated shed or garage will 
Serve as a place to keep root crops, 
including beets, carrots, turnips, 
potatoes and rutabagas for several 
weeks. They must be protected 
from freezing and from drying out. 
Carrots, beets, and turnips may be 
put in boxes packed in soll, peat 
moss or sphagnum moss, and this 
should be kept moist. Sand is not 
go effective as packing material 
-as it does not retain moisture so 
well. Until outdoor temperatures 
fall much below freezing, this stor- 
age will be satisfactory. 

Parsnips and salsify may be dug, 
sorted into lots, each sufficient 
for one family serving, and each 
lot placed in a paper bag. These 
bags may be placed in & box and 
left outdoors in a place sheltered 
from rain. The vegetables will be 
improved by freezing, and can be 
obtained easily as needed, one 
serving at a time. 

Squash and pumpkins should be 
kept in a temperature higher than 
60 degrees for a week after har- 
vest, to harden them; then stored 
in a dry basement or attic in a 
temperature not lower than 40 de- 
grees. It is now recommended that 
stems be cut off close to the plant. 
Onions should be stored in a dry 
place protected from freezing 
where the air circulates freely 
around each bulb, Storage in shal- 
low, slatted racks, or hanging in 
braids or bunches will accomplish 
this. 

If your garden surplus is so 
large it will last until low tempera- 
tures make an unheated shed or 
garage ri means of storage 
must be provided. In any event 
potatoes should not be packed in 
sand or soil, as this will not bene- 
fit them.

tables or shelves in a temperature 
of from 50 to 60 degrees, where 
they will ripen slowly. 

The time to harvest for storage 
is as late as possible, with safety. 
Squash and pumpkins should be 
taken in before heavy frosts; but 
most others may be left in the 
garden until freezing weather, but 
they should be lifted before the 
ground begins to remain frozen all 
day. 

To protect vegetables from the 
lowest winter temperatures, a con- 
venient receptacle is a 24-inch 
drain tile sunk into the earth and 
closed with an insulated cover, 
which may be opened at will for 
the removal of any part of its con- 
tents. A working drawing of this 
device accompanies this discussion. 

The cover may be made of wood, 


with hardware cloth to keep out 
rodents and insulated with many 
thicknesses of paper or padding. 
All vegetables and fruit placed in 
storage must be free from de- 
cay or injury. Avoid those with skin 
punctures, and never store veg-

Pasture Deserves — 
Same Care as Grain 


A pasture is a crop just like corn 
or wheat . and it deserves the 
Same care. 

S. M. Donaldson, Argonomist at 
the Central Experimental Farm at 
Ottawa, says the value of high 
quality pasture herbage has been 
demonstrated by progressive farm- 
ers. 

He says many farmers hesitate to 
use good crop land for pasture. In- 
Stead they use land that is of poor 
quality. 

At Ottawa's experimental farm, 
@ pasture takes the place of an or- 
dinary crop in a five-year rotation 
of corn, grain, hay, pasture, and 
grain. 

During 1951, a season of average 
rainfall, this pasture produced a- 
bout 28-hundred pounds of food per 


acre. This is equal to 120 bushels | 


of oats... and has the same food 
value a5 two tons of 16 percent 
dairy feed. 

Donaldson says that these results 
could not be obtained from unim- 
proved pasture on marginal land. 

He adds, there should be less dis- 
tinction between pasture, hay, and 
silage. 

He says the forage 
Surplus can be used for hay or 
Silage . . . and the aftermath can 
be used for grazing. 


Fertilizer Said 
Not Satisfactory 
For PEI Potatoes 


Potato farmers on Prince Edward 
Island have been tending towards 
more and more commercial fertili- 
zer. They have not been adding 
organic matter. . . such as manure. 

Observation from the experi- 
mental farm at Charlottetown 
show that this practice has resulted 
in a breaking down of the once 
fertile soils, 


To build up fertility again, 
manures, composts, and green 
Inanure crops are recommended. | 


Farmers who specialize in potato- | 
growing will have no manure on | 
the farm. But green manure crops | 
and composts can be prepared from 
old hay, straw, potato vines, togeth= | 
er with a chemica] fertilizer to 
help decompose the matter. 

A project has been carried on at 
Charlottetown for 25 years to com- 
pare manure fertilizer with chemi- 
cal fertilizer. 

The yield of potatoes grown in a 
three-year rotation on chemically 
fertilized plots was 20 per cent be- | 
low that on manured plots, During | 
the past few years, the barley crops | 
on the fertilized soil have been 
Practically a failure. 

Where potatoes were grown con- | 
tinuously, the fertilized plots yield- | 
ed 40 per cent less than the 
manured plots. Also during the 25- | 
year-test period, the continuous | 
block produced 20 per cent less | 
potatoes than the rotation. | 

From the experiments, the ex-| 
perimental station has drawn these 
conclusions, Farmers who specialize 
in potatoes should rotate their 
crops to conserve humus and help 
maintain soil fertility.

Root Rot Resistant 
/Strawherry Found 


| Agriculture scientists working at 
the experimental station at Saa- 
{nichton, British Columbia, (CQ) 
{have run against the problem of

of the British Columia coast. 

Seedlings have been planted and 
grown for two or more seasons 
under soil conditions favorable for 
the development of root rots. These 
growing trials have eliminated 
many strawberry varieties. From 
some 10-thousand seedlings, only 
| 22 selections remain. They are all 
| fro mthe same parent plant, called 
“magoon.” 

“Magoon” crosses have consis- 
tently shown resistance to rood 
rots. 

Throughout this program of 
| breeding and testing, the scientists 
Jare looking for at least one straw- 
berry variety that is suitable for 
commercial production.

Says Potatoes 
Are Gold Nuggets 


R. E. Goodin of the Ontario De- 
partment of Agriculture says that 
this year potatoes are “gold nug- 
gets.” 

And he adds, they 
protected. 

Goodin points out that perfect- 
ly good potatoes can be damaged | 
beyond recognition by carelessness 
and minor injuries. 

He uses this example. Take & 
sack of number two potatoes and 
see how many were once number 
one but were damaged either by 
digging or handling. 

He says a survey of potatoes in 
Toronto during November 1951 
showed that bruising was the cause 
for 86 percent of the lower grades. 

A digger blade or digger chain 
can be responsible for the bruises, 
a drop after passing over the dig- 
ger chain . or during loading, 
elevating, or trucking will damage 
the potato. 

And Goodin adds, few farmers 
ean afford damage to their pot- 
atoes when this year they are “gold 
nuggets.”

A jammed bus plowed into a 
stranded dump truck on the new 
Toronto-to-Barrie highway :ast 
night killing three persons and 
injuring 25 others, some seriously.

It was not denied that pretty fair 
synthetic or ‘ersatz’ products are, 
by the ald of the research workers, 
coming into competition with farm 
foods and fibers these days.

‘Three times in the 127 years that 
this point on the Pigeon River has 
been a mill-site, new mills have 
been erected. But even so chs one 
around which this story c2ntrea 
is by no means a new structure-- 
it was Suilt in 1862, 90 years ago. 

For many of the 90 years it has 
been operating, it has been im the 
control of one family -“The Ste- 
phensons”. At the present time i6

Originally powered exclusively by. 
water, electricity now supplements 
its supply of energy but not to the 
exclusion of water. Two water 
wheels are still in operation end 
provide the power to drive a grinder 
and operate the elevators. These 
water wheels are capable of supply 
ing on the average about 50 horse- 
power and they operate on much 
the same principle as turbines in 
a plant generating electricity. The 
difference lies In the fact that the 
energy they produce is consumed 
directly and mot conyerted into 
electricity. ‘The wheels are spun 
by the flow of water passing through. 
the sluices, which are located at the 
south side of the plant, and the mill 
machinery is hooked up directly to 
their shafts. The amount of energy 
they produce is, of course, deter- 
mined by the level of water at the 
intake end its level at the outlet. 

Asked if direct water power were 
cheaper to use that electricity, 
Arthur Stephenson ssid this would 
be difficult to say. He pointed out, 
that the cost of maintaining and 
replacing dams was an important 
consideration in estimating ths 
cost of water power. A new dam wes 
just put in position this year and 
it was the second replacement in 
25 years. Then there is the cost of 
Keeping the water wheels in good 
Tunning order. These require clean- 
ing and ovyerhawing from time to 
time, he noted, thus making it hard 
to arrive at a comparative cost.

“It is apparent from the laxity with which wine 
Ontario Liquor Control Board is currently censoring 
copy in so-called alcoholic beverage institutional ad- 
vertising in the press and on the air that the one 
section “of the Ontario cabinet which would like to 
throw out all advertising restrictions is deliberately 
undermining the existing law. This reflects no credit 
on Prime Minister Leslie Frost. If the majority of the 
cabinet believes the present legislation is wrong — 
which we do not — it should have the courage of its 
convictions. The present policy of sabotage merely 
fosters disregard of all law.” 


THE DANGEROUS SEASON

Oil Burner 


Lindsay's Sewage Disposal plant 
jg not operating yet. The boiler 
has been repaired but the plant 
now awaits the Installation of an 
oj] burner on the boiler to prevent 
the recurrence of any further boil- 
er breaks. \ 

At last week’s meeting’ of the 
town council, Reeve Richard But- 
ler reported that the plant had 
been shut down since the previous 
Friday following a break in the 
boiler. This, he said, was caused 
when power cut off stopping the 
pumps which pushed the liquid 
from the digester through the boil- 


er. When the hydro returned, he

said, the mechanism did not start 


and the boiler eventually dried and 
broke. This, he stated, was the sec- 
ond such mishap in less than one 
month. .

Mayoralty 
Race Seen 
This Year 


Indications are that there will 
be a mayorality race in Lindsay 
this year although prospective can- 
didates are very quiet about their 
plans for the December election. 

Last year, Mayor Charles Lamb 
took office on the strength of an 
acclamation and the resulting race 
for seats on council, without the 
impetus of a mayorality race, took 
on the aspect of a canter. Usually 
well-informed sources say that Ald. 
Lloyd Burrows, who tooped the 
polls in the last aldermanic elec- 
tion, will oppose Mayor Lamb if 
His Worship chooses to run for 
Mayor again this year. Ald. Bur- 
rows, however, would not maKe any 
such statement. He claimed that it 
is another six weeks before elec- 
tion in Lindsay and added that if 
anyone started a campaign now he 
would be out of election ammuni- 
tion before nomination day. He 
would not deny that he was toy- 
ing with the idea of running for 
Mayor but quite firmly asserted 
that he made no indication of whe- 
ther he was running or not. 

Another name that has been 
mentioned by informed sources is 
that of Ald. Vincent Cote. Ald. Cote 
was not contacted and has never 
at any time indicated to the Post 
that he would ever run for Mayor. 
But, these sources pointed out, 
Mayor Lamb has often drily stated, 
in public to Ald. Cote “I'll make a 
Mayor out of you yet.” And, these, 
sources ask, “who was appointed as 
town spokesman at the banquet for 
the Lieut-Governor of Ontario when 
he visited Lindsay in September?” 
—None ‘other than Ald. Cote who 
carried the task like a veteran. 

Reeve Richard Butler, the pat- 
riarch of the council, has often been 
named as a successor to Mayor 
Lamb but many sources speculate 
that Reeve Butler might not be 
anxious to wrest the office from 
his good friend, Mayor Lamb, in 
an election but would prefer to 
take the office on an acclamation 
that his years in council might 
warrant. 

Nomination day this year falls 
on November 24th and election day 
is on December 1st., the earliest 
they have ever been in Lindsay 
history. Tt is expected that another 
two or three weeks will see aspir- 
ants to the Mayoralty take their 
stands. -

Robert Elsden, who it was 
thought had a brother living in 
Lindsay, had suffered a stroke and 
was seriously ill in St. Michael's 
Hospital Mr. and Mrs. Elsden 
hurried to Toronto, but Robert was 
still unconscious and did not know 
them. On Thursday, without rally- 
ing, he died, still travelling alone 
as he had chosen. On Friday, he 
was laid to rest in Prospect Ceme- 
tery, Toronto, the Rev. Mr. Cross 
(late of Lindsay) conducting the 
service. 

Searches and enquiries failed to 
give any clue as to where and 
how Robert had spent the last 
twenty years, though it appeared 
that he had come to Toronto about 
& year ago. And to Mr. and Mrs. 
Syd Elsden falls the task of in- 
forming his mother, sister and 
three brothers in England, that 
Robert, who had gone from their 
ken over twenty years ago, had 
Passed to his eternal rest.

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EDITORIALS 


LET'S GET DOWN TO BUSINESS! 

The report of two boiler breaks at the sewage 
disposal plant has been learned with surprise by the 
majority of Lindsay people. The citizenry had just 
relaxed after the winter-long breakdown of a year 
ago and were hoping that their nearly $300,000 sewage 
treatment plant would function efficiently for a while 
at least. 

Much could be written yconcerning this latest in- 
cident in the trouble-filled history of Lindsay’s youth- 
ful sewage disposal plant but it would serve no useful 
purpose. It is apparent that too much talking has 
been done already and now the time has come to 
Lindsay has an engineer of 
their own now and he should be consulted concerning 
the operation of the sewage plant at all times. The 
town's engineer is no doubt conversant with this type 
of equipment and qualified to give Town Council a 
report on any seeming deficiencies in the plant. 

Shouting to the high heavens and passing the 
buck when the plant breaks down isn’t going to achieve 
anything. If Council feels that it has been mistreated 
by the consulting engineers they should assemble some 
facts to prove their case, then call the tune, but with- 
out facts nothing will be achieved. The town engin- 
eer can quite probably put them straight and enlighten 
the taxpayer who is more than a little annoyed with 
the way their expensive sewage plant is being kicked 
about. 


THEY SHOULD GET TOGETHER ON 
THE NAMING OF THESE PLACES 

There seems to be a definite trend on the part 
of mapmakers, the painters of highway markers and 
others, towards altering the names of places in Ontario 
and particularly in this district. Whether or not this 
is intentional is hard to say but it would seem that 
the time has come when everybody should get together 
on this matter before it gets out of control. 

Take for example the village of Glenarm, a few 
miles northwest of Lindsay. For many years this 
settlement has gone by this name but on a highway 
marker not far from the village the name has been 
changed to read Glen Arm. Looking up a map the 
other day to check on a route, we happened to come 
across a place called Iron Dale. It was in the same 
locality as the Irondale we were familiar with so we 
presumed it was one and the same place. In this in- 
stance, however, the name Iron Dale (two words) 
seemed as though it might be very apt since iron has 
been known to exist in the rocks surrounding the 
dale in which the community is located. These are 
only two examples of places whose names are in pro- 
cess of being altered, probably without the consent of 
the inhabitants and quite likely without consulting 
them to ascertain the settlements’ correct or original 
names. 

Sometimes a change of name is desirable and 
even to the community's advantage but such a change 
should only be made with the approval of the majority 
of the residents.

FIRE PREVENTION WEEK 
When our yearly fire loss in Canada runs as high 


as 500 human lives and $100 million in property des- 
truction, there should be no lack.of interest in organ- 
ized effort which will reduce that grievous toll. “Be 


free from the fear of fire’ is the slogan which has 
been adopted for this present week, and to give It 
added meaning Toronto firefighting authorities are 
telling the public the precautions which should be 
taken, % 

The simplicity of these is what makes them ap- 
pealing. Care with matches and inflammable liquids; 
disposal of old rags and papers; regular inspection and 
cleaning of heating plants, their pipes and chimneys; 
replacement of frayed electric cords—all of these would 
seem to be the obvious points for our unsolicited 
attention in our own homes. Yet the emphasis laid 
on these simple and obvious things is also their in- 
dictment as principal causes of fires. ; 

‘We can stop burning ourselves up if we will,” 
says Fire Chief Joseph Waterman. Fire authorities 
have estimated that 85 per cent of fires are preventable. 
The prevention does not start when the fire breaks 
out; it does not wait for Fire Prevention Week. But 
if, each day of this present Fire Prevention Week, each 
one of us were to take the few minutes necessary to 
follow the routine safety instructions, we might well 
make a habit which would stay with us. That, at any 
rate, is the principle underlying Fire Prevention Week. 

To it we should add the important truth that 
safety consciousness is not merely “our own busi- 
ness.” It is also our inescapable responsibility to the 
community in which we live——Globe and Mail 


A TOWN STANDS STILL 

The truth of Julius Caesar’s old phrase “You 
can’t stand still, you must either go ahead or go back” 
is challenged by the St. Mary’s Journal-Argus, applied, 
as it so often is, to municipalities. The St. Mary’s 
paper uses its own town as an example to bolster 
its contention that it is possible to stand still. The 
population figure there has stood relatively still for 
over half a century now. The town absolutely refuses 
to go ahead—and seems to be stubborn about going 
back. It is standing still, and the Journal-Argus says 
there is something nice about doing just that. “Bach 
generation has no new population figure to learn. We 
all know what it is, and very few seem to be ashamed 
of it. $ 

And then the Journal-Argus winds up its editorial 
with this comment: 

“Some very fine places are ‘going ahead’ and, if 
they only knew it, the best thing they could do would 
be to ‘stand still’ for a while. Some of them could 
even go back a little bit and they might even be 
better off than they are now.” 

People in other municipalities which have made 
progress during the last ten years will be wondering 
if there isn’t a great deal to the Journal-Argus’ argu- 
ment. Numerous are the cities and towns that have 
been forced to go heavily in debt to provide essential 
services to accommodate new industries, etc. and the 
extra educational, housing and other facilities that 
come in the wake of greater population. Most places 
however, will take a chance on going ahead rather 
than standing still—or going back.

CHANGING URBAN SCENE 

The decision of most of the retail merchants of 
Belleville to adopt the Friday night shopping idea is 
a sensible one. The departure is one that marks the 
changing scene in urban community life in this pro- 
vince. 

This shopping trend has become widespread in 
the United States in the last few years and has been 
accepted in Ontario only within the last year or so. 
Since that time every week or so has seen its adop- 
tion by merchants in another city. 

Tt was of course the buying public who actually 
adopted the idea. It began, we believe, in New Eng- 
land as an experiment. It won the instant approyal 
of shoppers. Had it not done so we may be sure 
that the idea would have been quickly abandoned. 

The advantages which it offers the average house- 
hold of today in urban centres are rather obvious. 
With so many workers now on a five-day week, and 
particularly in the summer months when so many plan 
to spend their week-ends away from home, the oppor- 
tunity to shop Friday night has been welcomed. 

We can not recall of a single instance where the 
idea has been adopted and has not met with success.

ONTARIO TO LOSE HUNTING REVENUE 

Because the United States Department of Agri- 
culture refuses to lift its embargo on the import of 
Cloven-hoofed animals into the United States this 
year, Canada stands to lose many thousands of dollars 
from the annual deer hunting season which opens in 
a few weeks. 

The hoof and mouth disease in’ Western Canada 
this year resulted in the embargo being put into effect 
and, although the outbreak of the disease was sucess- 
fully checked months ago, the United States Depart- 
ment is playing very safe and refuses to permit the 
entry of Canadian animals into that country. 

The decision will, it is estimated in some quarters, 
cost Ontario’ and Quebee in excess of two million 
dollars if 90 per cent of the American hunters who 
crossed the border last fall decide not to come this 
year, 

Hardest hit will be the guides, hunting resorts and 
tourist outfitters. In addition, the Government will 
lose out in hunting fees. In 1951 some 10,000 visiting 
hunters paid about $257,500 in license fees in Ontario 
and in Quebec another 1,582 paid out $5 5 in such 
fees. When it is considered that the cost of the hunt- 
ing license represents only about 10 per cent of the 
cost of the trip, it can easily be seen that the loss in 


US May Raise 
Wheat Prices 


The tremendous wheat crop in 
the United States may force U-S 
government officials to take a new 
view of the International Wheat 
Agreement. 

This is the treaty under which | 
many exporting nations guarantee | 
to sel] a set amount of wheat each 
year to importing nations. Wheat 
sold under the agreement moves in 
a price range outlined in the agree- 
ment. And jn recent years, this has 
been below the free world market 
price. 

The result for the American far- | 
mer is a subsidy. The United States 
government pays exporters about 
60 cents a bushel on each wheat 
agreement shipment, 

But the agreement runs out af- 
ter the marketing season that be- 
gan with the harvesting of the 1952 
crop. And a new settlement must 
be reached. Many legislators are 
calling for no subsidy ., . and high- 
er prices. 

It's difficult for them to get high- 
er prices, however, because of the 
vast supplies of wheat all over the 
world. But come January, a con- 
ference will settle the problem of 
the wheat ageement.

{allow the completed job to be 
| shown to other prospective custo- 
| mers. Sometimes, also, he agrees 
to advertisements. 

Usually the unsuspecting home- 
oner is promised a commission on 
all sales resulting from showing 
his “model” job. And these com- 
| missions, he’s told, will pay the en- 
| tire cost of his own work --- or 
j even show a profit. 
| Actually, the victim merely signs 
|a standard contract for the job. 
|In many cases he's charged much 
|above what an honest contractor 
| would bill him for the work. And 
as for those prospective customers 
coming in for a look ---chances are 
slight hell see any of them, or the 
| commission promised. 
| On top of all this, often sub- 
| standard materials and workman- 
| ship are used. 
| This racket is being fought by 
| better business bureaus, the federal 
housing administration and local 
| authorities. But {t still continues to 
crop up in new localities. 

The Insurance Company study 
shows the scheme is active in the 
| greater New York area . . .and in 
Upstate New York at Binghampton, 
| Rochester anr Schenectady. And it’s 
| moderately active in Baltimore. 
| Detroit has felt it as a recurring 
“headache”, so has Atlanta, 
Minneapolis and Denver, And the 
| swindle has been especially effec- 
| tive on the Pacific coast ---from 
|Portland, Oregon to Los Angeles. 

A radio series “Hello Sucker!” 
|and newspaper publicity exposed 
the racket In Chicago --- and a 
sharp decrease followed. 

When it reached staggering pro- 
| portions in the San Francisco- 
; Oakland area last year, a news 
| conference was called by the Better 
| Business Bureaus of the two cities. 

Warnings from the Bureaus, the 
|E-H-A and the Contractors’ License 
| Board were broadcast to all radio 
and television stations and news- 
| Papers in the area. And the sales- 
; men found their market 
drying up.

| confronted with the “model home” 
swindle but they do have problems 
of thelr own when remodeling or 
| building farm homes, 
| Rural families can live in mo- 
| dern, comfortable farmhouses that 
| have all the convenience of town 
houses --but it calls for careful 
planning. 

A study of present farm homes 
reveals certain undesirable charac- 
teristics you'll want to avold if

First, many such homes now are 
tall and narrow enough to fit in a 
city-type 50-foot lot. That's one 
advantage rurai persons should 
have - the space to spread a home 
out into the now-popular one story 
type.

\Polio Vaccine 
Produced From 
Chicken Eggs 


(British United Press) 

| Scientists have come up with a} 
new method in their long fight to | 
try to counteract the effects of the | 
polio disease. 

Dr. Harold Cox of the Lederele 
Laboratories in New York says that 
he and his associates have been 
able to produce polio vaccine with 
chicken egg tissues. 

Dr. Cox sald this method could 
develop into’ what he called “The 
gteatest singte techical advance 
in whipping pollo.” 

Dr, Cox says this vaccine --if it 
proves successful --could be mass 
produced very cheaply, But he also 
said that right now he cannot 
predict whether the vaccine will 
provide complete immunity to polio, 

FUTURE BRIGHTER

whipped yet, one group of medical 
experts says that things on the 
whole look a lot better. 

The World Health Organization 
reports that more persons are get- 
ting married --living lowger --and 
having more babies than ever be- 
fore in history.

Wild Rice Food 
For Fowl But May 
Be Used By Humans 


Wild rice is primarily a food for 
fowl. . .but humans can eat It too 

Wild rice is becoming more popu- 
lar now and the Department of 
Agriculture has issued a pamphlet 
with information on the plant. It 
tells how to use it.. how to plant 
it. . . and where to plant it, 

Originally, the plant grew in 
Southern Canada but the recent 
interest has spread it to wider 
areas, It has a food value equal to 
the cultivated cereals. . .and al- 
though nobody has tried planting 
it on arable land, many are inter- 
ested in establishing stands as food 
and shelter for aquatic fowl] and 
muskrats, Sportsmen are probably 
more interested than others since 
a stand of wild rice is a powerful 
attraction for game birds. 

The plant is an annual grass... . 
and it depends on seeds to repro- 


will drop its seed into the water 
itself, I 


Wild rice grows only in shallow 


water... that is up to four feet. .. 
in shallow streams and along 
shores. 


Fresh seed is necessary to start 
it It is sown simply by casting 
the seed on the water, letting well- 
filled kernels sink, and empty hulls 
float away. Use a canoe or skiff . . 
but don’t seed from the shore. 
The experts advise using 20 
pounds of seed to an acre of water 
Surface. If conditions are right, the 
Plant will appear the first year. 
Tt will flower and produce enough 
Seed to make New Year's growth 
denser. 

A soft silty bottom ts best, gener- 
ally found in shallow bends or 
below sand bars.

Greater Opportunity 


Editor, The Daily Post, 
Sir:— 

You do not need to take the name 
of Communist in order to bring 
Communism into Canada. Any old 
Tame, under any old political 
party, will do—providing you ac- 
complish the same as Communists 
do. They seize the real wealth pro- 
duced by others. Instead of being 
partners with Industry, Labor and 
Finance, they are pirates, and seize 
by force, what rightfully belongs to 
others, and dictate their terms.

Coldwell Sees 
Danger At Home 
If Objective Met 


€-C-F leader M. J. Coldwell 
wants Canada to oppose the 1953 
objective for the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization’s West Euro- 
pean force. 

The Socialist chieftain argues 
that any attempt to meet the 75- 
division target, reportedly set by 
N-A-T-O military advisors, would 
lead to a weakening of the west- 
ern world’s defense position. 
Coldwell says the reports .. . if 
they are correct ... are “renewed 
evidence that the military and ec- 
onomic objectives of N-A-T-O are 
going to be thrown into even grea- 
ter unbalance.” 

In a statement issued in Ottawa, 
the C-O-F leader charged that the 
“pursuit of such policies in face of 
their serious economic ults can 
only be described as short-sighted.” 

The N-A-T-O military advisors 
are reported to have set the 75- 
division objective in Paris eirlier 
this week. The Council of Ministers 
of 14 member countries is slated to 
take up the recommendations at a 
meeting in Paris in December. 

Coldwell says the failure of the 
1952 objective of 50 divisions is 
imminent and the non-military 
objectives of N-A-T-O are being 
almost totally ignored. “Now,” he 
says, “the military objectives are 
apparently to be increased by set- 
ting higher 1953 targets.” 

In his words: “There can be only 
one result: A weakening of the 


overall defense position of the west 
in face of the threat from Soviet 
imperialism.” BUP.

In heavy soil, 
most of the bulbs need not be plant- 
ed so deeply as in sandy soi! In 
average soil, plant snowdrops, 
scillas, chionodoxas, with three 
inches of: soil above them. Grape 
hyacinths should have four inches 
of soil over them. Most lilies should 
be planted with 4 to 6 inches of 
soil over them and hyacinths and 
narcissi need six inches covering. 
Tulips which are intended to be 
lifted from the ground each spring, 
and replanted im the fall, may be 
Planted at the same depth as 
narcissi. But if they are not to be 
lifted, but left in the ground for 
several years, deep planting, 10 
or 12 inches down, is recom- 
mended. 

The reason for this deep plant- 
ing is that it prevents the forma. 
tion of several small bulbs to re- 
place the one you plant, bulbs too 
small to flower the following year. 
Deep planting concentrates the 
energy of the plant on the produc- 
tion of a flowering size replacement 
bulb each year. 

When bulbs are planted among 
other plants, holes should be dug 
with a trowel rather than a dibber. 
Place the bulb firmly im con- 
tact with the soil at the bottom, and 
fill around it so no air pockets 
are left. When planting in a clear 
space, the soil is removed to the 
depth desired, the bulbs set in 
place on the bottom, and soil filled

Aklavik, N.W.T. -(BUP) --A lone 
adventurer has atarted a race 
againat King Winter on the second 
lap of his 9,000-mile canoe trip 
through the North West Territories, 
Yukon and Alaska. 

Norman 8, Cassériey of Montreal 
|tarned around from this bleak 
Eskimo and trading settlement, 160 
miles within the Arctic circle on 
| the Mackenzie River, for the peri- 
| lous 4.500-mile odynsey by river 
and oesan to Vancouver and jour- 
ney's end 

The first anowstorm already had 
ahrieked across the barren northern 
wastelands as Casserley left on a 
100-mile portage from the Mac- 
kenzie to Bell River, from where 
he will shoot wild rapids into the 
Porcupine River, past Fort Yukon 
on the Yukon River to Meme, 
| Alnaka, 

The intrepid canoelat, following 
& legendary route blazed through 
the northlands by such famed ex- 
plorers as Mackenzie and Bell more 
than a century ago, was confident 
he would win the race against the 
winter freeze-up. 

“I hope to reach Nome before the 
rivers freeze over,” Casserley told 
Royal Canadian Motinted Police 
here. “But even if I hit snags on 
the way and can't make it in time. 
Til keep going.” 

“I will build a aled for my canoe 
and supplics and trek my way out, 
That shouldn't be too hard as T 
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and the river will be an easy trail 
to follow.” 

Casserley's retracing of the his- 
toric routes started in mid-July 
at Peace River, 260 miles northwest 
of Edmonton, Alta. He started on 
his epic voyage with another young 
companion, John Nearly of Peace 
River, in a specially-reinforced 
canoe heavily loaded with supplies, 

However, Neary only travelled as 
far as Fort Simpson, 2500 miles 
farther north, before deciding to 
return home because of the risk of 
being trapped in a fierce Arctic 
winter. 

With his canoe christened 
"Northwest passage '52” Casserley 
continued alone on the remaining 
2,000-mile ftip to Aklavik. 

The greatest trial he had over- 
come, Casserley said, was when his 
canoe overturned in Great Slave 
Lake. He managed to retrieve some 
land passage formed by ae screen of 
food ind salvage the craft but 
when he reached the nearest trad- 
ing post he was down to two days’ 
emergency rations. 

Presently three weeks behind 
schedule, the modern-day voyageur 
said he hoped to reach Vancouver 
by early November provided there | 
were no major mishape while tra- 
versing the Yukon and Alaskan 
wilderness.

About Birds 


MIGRATING WARBLERS 

As October days grow a little 
colder watch for the little Wood 
Warbler which will no doubt tap 
at the window pane. It gives the 
bird lover quite a thrill to observe 
the tiny bird at such close range 
but many believe his visitation thus 
is the forerunner of a startling 
message soon to be received. 

However if one will closely ob- 
serve the visitor, one will find that 
he is actually having a splendid 
luncheon from the multitude of 
house flies which are huddled in 
masses, at the top of the windows. 
How quickly he picks them off, 
ome by one and how rapidly they 
disappear down his little throat. 
It entails considerable fluttering 
and manipulation on his part to 
thus glean his meal from the flat 
surface and it is in this way that 
he makes the tapping noise. All 
welcome the little fellow, who has 
come this far from his northern 
breeding grounds the spruce 
woods beyond the limits of general 
settlement and is on his way to 
to spend the winter down south. 
He may go even so far ag the Am- 
azon in South America. 

It is now the time of the great 
autumn Warbler migration and 
there is such a large number of 
species that the task of identifying 
them seems hopeless to the begin- 
ner. But on observation if the wat- 
cher does not startle the bird, its 
colour can be memorized an an 
authentic bird book will furnish 
the descriptive name. The females 
and autumn birds usually carry 
@ subdued reflection of the males’ 
bright colour pattern and thus their 
correct species can be ascertained. 

The warblers constitute a large 
family and in fact they divide the 
honours in point of numbers with 
the sparrows, They are small birds 
but so numerous and brightly col- 
oured that their discovery opens 
up @ new world of interest for the 
novice. 

And so if that little Warbler 
which is tapping at the window 
these days is of a dull yellowish 
colour with all underparts a suf- 
fused yellow and if he wears a cap 
of reddish chestnut and his breast 
and flanks are streaked with ruf- 
ous, one may be certain that one 
has been visited by the yellow-red- 
polled Warbler.

Getting Rid of Mice

Clubs in Victoria County increases 
each year as training schools are 
conducted.

OnTending _ 
An Open Fire 


(Ottawa Journal) 

There ig an intangible some- 
thing about an open fire that in- 
stinctively appeals to many men. 
Perhaps a fireplace is @ lnk in 
men’s minds with pre-historic days 
when ancient ancesteors crouched 
beside an open fire at the entrance 
to cave homes. Ever since men 
learned to use fire for heat and 
cooking, open fires bave ylayed 
dominant roles in what one hesi- 
tantly calls’ modern civilization. 
The countryman enjoys build- 
ing the first fire of autumn. A 
good fireplace needs a deep bank 
of ashes to hold the heat. The 
true hearth tender is not concerned 
over a few stray ashes that spill 
on the rug, or a few flying sparks 
that brand brown dots on wool 
fibres. A large, hardwood backlog 
of oak or maple is essential: a few 
split pieces of birch or ash are ex- 
cellent over the kindling. 

Something there 1s in most of 
us which makes us enjoy poking a 
fire; but fire poking can be over- 
done, for once flames are well star- 
ted the heat creates its own draft. 

Each kind of wood makes an in- 
dividual picture. Oak, maple and 
ash burn slowly and serenely; they | 
are steady, dependable heat givers. | 
Elm burns with beautiful russet- 
hued flames and when the wood 
has given itself to the sacrifice, 
there remains a log of beautiful 
which ashes, marked with distinct 
Squares and rectangles. Grey birch 
has orange gold flames; white pine 
flames are gold streaked with glow- 
ing steel blue: spruce and nemlock 
are the debaters, orators and gos- 
sippers; they crackle and snap and 
flip red sparks.

Delving into the Sane 
village often brings to light some 
interesting and surprising infor- 
| mation. Take the village of Janet- 
ville for example. How many people 
know that this village once boasted 
one of the most unusual retai} 
stores in the country? Well it dia, 
and it flourished until 1937 whep 
the owner met with a tragic and 
untimely death while on ® cruisp 
to the West Indies 

This store, which was known 
officially throughout Canada and 
| United States as the “Crescent 
Supply Co.,” was founded by the 
late Thomas Hawkins and earned 


| for itself the nickname “Tommy’s 
Ends.” 
It was the strangest business 


house in the nation where almost 
everything under the sun could be 


purchased at ridiculously low 
prices on a “seek-and-you-may- 
find” basis. 


On ertering the store, residents 
| recall, shoppers were faced with a 
jlarge and varied stock, arranged 
| with little regard for value and 
an utter disregard for conventional 
merchandising methods. Prospective 
customers would browse around 
and find dainty knick-knacks, 
| Pieces of valuable china, bolts or 
| ends of beautiful cloth, linens, anc 
lace, probably in a barrel or hidden 
under a pile of shoes or other mer- 
chandise. If the finder of one or 
more of these treasures wished to 
| make a purchase all he had to do 
was hunt up Mr. Hawkins, who 
would invariably name a prica 
which was so low-as.to make a sale 
inevitable. 

Hawkins’ bizarre methods of do- 
ing busiiweas were his best form of 
advertising and it wasn’t long be- 
fore his store became the happy 
hunting ground of tourists and 
local residents. 

Before he died, Hawkins’ enter- 
prise was known to families across 
Canada and in many parts of the 
United States. His death climaxed 
the business but did nothing to 
erase {t from the memories of his 
countless patrons, 

Another unique feature of 
Janetyille’s mercantile life is one 
which exists today. It is a store 
which has been in one family for 
four generations—Burn's general 
store. In addition to this record, the 
operator of the store in each gen- 
eration has also been the village 
postmaster. 

In 1874 a general store was 
opened at Janetville by John Burn 
who was also Postmaster. He waa 
| succeeded by John Robert Burn. 
who in turn was followed by Robert 
John Burn and upon his death, was 
succeeded by his son John R. Burn, 


who is the present owner and 
Postmaster. 
The present owner has in his 


Possession g day-book of th» the 
store in 1874, also army papera 
belonging to his great-great- 
grandfather. 

And now for some of th other 
interesting historical background of 
this pioneer district village. 

Wow It Was Named 

The village of “Janetville’, was 
named after on “Janet McDermid” 
daughter of one of the first family 
of settlers who operated a sawmill 
in this eection. 

From Ireland, in about the year 
1832, came the first settlers of this 
district. They came by way of Port 
Hope, walking most of the way from 
Lake Ontario, the trail leading 
| through Hope and Cavan townships, 
Glass for windows and fo; some 
time flour, and other foods had to 
be carried over this trail. 
When the settlers had 
enough cleared, they planted wheat, 
and some grist mills were grinding 
their wheat into flour. In spite of 


| the fact that all grain was cut and 


threshed by hand, it wasn’t long 
before More was grown than was 
needed in the community, the sur- 
plus was hauled to Bowmanville. 
The road used was a slanting road, 
a portion of which still remains in 
the vicinity of Yelverton. 

Among the possessions of the 
pioneers were birch bark canoes, 
dash churns, grain cradles and 
flails, Lime kilns were common and

A railway served the residents of 
the village and the C-P.R. station 
was two miles to the west, at that 
time called “Janetville Station”, 
but as the train was discontinued 
and the the track lifted during the 
depression, the name was changed 
to “Viewlake.” 

Early Transportation 

It is nearly impossible at the 
present time to realize that in the 
early days the only means of trans- 
portation in and out of Lindsay was 
by water. Whe first boats of course 
were the log-dug-out canoes, used 
by the pioneers and Indians. 

The first boat of any size was 
built in Port Perry by George Cran- 
dell in 1835, and it was called the 
“Firefly”. It was in the form of a 
large skiff and was propelled by 
sail and oars. It plied between Port 
Perry and Lindsay for ten years 
carrying. freight and passengers. 

There was a dam at the foot of 
Ridous St., in Lindsay, but no locks, 
so this was the end of the line. 

In 1837 a boat was built al 
Caesarea and was known as a horse 
boat and it was propelled by & 
horse on a tread mill, connected 
| with a paddle wheel at the reau 
| of the boat. It carried passengers 
{and freight between Lindsay and 
Caesarea for several years and Was 
meant to be a link in the traffic 
between Bowmanville and Lindsey. 

A most interesting steamboat trp 
Was made between Port Perry and 
Lindsay over one hundred years 
ago, in 1851 in a buat called the 
“Woodman”, when a number of 
gentlemen from Toronto, Streets- 
ville, Whitby, Oshawa, haying 8¢- 
cepted an invitation from the owD- 
ers to be present at the trial trip 
proceeded to the point of embar- 
kation| the road which leads from 
Windsor Bay on Lake Ontario tr 
Port Perry, on Lake Scugog. With 
a large party on board, the neW 
craft got under way and on reaching 
the foot of the lake entered on 
the more intricate navigation of 
the River Scugog. She at length 
reached Lindsay, where her arrival 
was hailed by a large assemblage in 
the most enthusiastic manner.

Kyanite Strike 


Toronto, Oct. 21—BUP— Ontario

Kyanite, which has never before 
been found in commercial quanti- 
Wes in Ontario, is an important. 
raw material used extensively m 
glass and ceramic industries and in 
metallurgical furnaces, 

Kelly said, “if milling tests are 
Successful, there will be a very 
large tonnage of kyanite ore to 
Sustain operations for many years.” 

Most of the high grade kyanite 
is now imported from India and 
Africa, Kelly said he foresaw inten- 
sive development of the Ontario 
deposits if the results of the var- 
jous tests now being conducted are 
of an encouraging nature.

WHAT ABOUT WINTERTIME 
BUS SERVICE HERE ? 

It probably came as a surprise to 
people Wednesday to learn that the bus company which 
served the town up until last spring was interested 
in inaugurating a winter service. The news Was 
likely greeted with mingled feelings—those in the taxi- 
cab business would probably view the suggestion with 
disfavour, while many citizens in outlying areas would 
be hopeful that something would come of it. 

Just what procedure would be involved in bringing 
the buses back to Lindsay is not clear but, since the 
company proposes only to operate during winter, it 
would seem that any renewal of contract should pro- 
vide protection for anyone who, in the future, might 
decide to operate a bus service on a year-round basis. 
In other words as long as there is no year-round 
service available to the people there can be little 
objection to the part-time arrangement but, if the time 
should come when year-round service is inaugurated 
by another firm, provision should be made to nullify 


many Lindsay 


any seasonal franchise. 

As for having the winter bus service inaugurated, 
this will probably depend to a large extent on public 
reaction. If enough people express themselves in favor 
of the service, Council will no doubt take steps to see 
what can be arranged. What the legal or technical 
aspects of granting a part-time franchise are would 
have to be determined before an agreement could be 
entered into, but if the public desires the service it 
is not likely they would provide any real stumbling 
block. 

The important thing about this service is that it 
should stand on its own feet be it seasonal or full time. 
It should not be subsidized and rates should be com- 
mensurate with its operating requirements. 


BUYING AND SELLING BY TENDER 
SAFEST COURSE FOR TOWN ? 

Considerable publicity has been given this week 
to the selling of a piece of land owned by the Town 
of Lindsay and located north of Regent on Angeline 
Street. A local citizen made an offer to the town for 
the land and this was followed by another offer and 
still another offer, each being higher than the pre- 
ceding one. In the end the land was sold to the 
man making the original offer but at the price offered 
in the second bid by his double-bidding competitor. 
The original bid was for $1,000, the second from an 
out-of-town resident for $1,200 and the third from 
the same man for $1,500. The lot went to the original 
bidder for $1,200, if he desires to pay the price—he 
only offered $1,000 and so far has made no effort to 
compete with the out-of-town bidder. 

The net result of the deal is that the town will 
get $200 more than it was originally offered if the 
$1.200 price is accepted. And if it is, the town is 
taking $300 less than it might have obtained. 

What is the lesson to be learned ? 

Could it be that buying and selling by tender is 
the safest course for a town to pursue and certainly 
the least apt to cause strained relations among coun- 
cillors and opposing bidders? 


WAS THIS NOT KNOWN 
IN THE FIRST PLACE ? 

A short time ago the Victoria County High School 
Board decided that it needed an extra strip of land 
to accommodate the new wing to the Collegiate. This 
was arranged with members of Town Council to the 
apparent satisfaction of all concerned. A little later 
we learn of another request for more property to 
accommodate the school and at this point some mem- 
bers of Council hesitated, mainly because they were 
unsure as to their ability to dispose of this land. 

There is a question in connection with these 
negotiations for additional land which might be asked 
and that is: “Did the High School Board not know 
that this extra land was going to be required before 
the school addition was proceeded with and, if it did, 
why didn’t it negotiate before the building was started?” 
From the outside this appears to be a case of putting 
the cart before the horse. Fortunately, since the land 
is park ground, it is not likely to present any real 
difficulty because the students could play on it any- 
way but had it been otherwise the outcome might not 
have been so happy. 

No one is immune to making a miscalculation 
but on a project as large as this every effort should 
be made to avoid such mistakes. 


YES, WHAT PRICE SYNTHETICS 

An interesting point was raised last week in a 
letter from a correspondent who touched on the sub- 
ject of synthetic products and their bearing on the 
prosperity of the agricultural industry. The writer 
was concerned lest synthetic or ersatz products should 
compete with the genuine article to the point where 
one of our greatest basic industries—agriculture— 
should suffer severe reverses and throw the general 
economy of the country off balance 

There Is perhaps nothing that any right thinking 
Canadian would desire less fo see come to pass than 
hardship befall its farmers, The majority of Canadians 
not engaged in this industry are well aware that their 
prosperity depends on the prosperity of this basic 
Canadian business to a large extent. They want to 
give the farmer every support and they in turn desire 
the co-operation of the farmer 


Insofar as synthetic products are concerned, 
especially as they compete with farm products, it 
seems that in most instances they haye been born 
more of necessity than of desire. Take margarine for 
example, The demand for this product was negligible 
until butter became scarce and the price high—as 


long as the people could get butter in the quantity 
they desired and at a reasonable price there was no 
fitute product, Im the ease of substitutes

Crime news is always with us, but in Friday’s 
papers there was more than the usual amount of a 
bizarre character. 

In England a footman employed by the Earl of 
Derby took a Sten gun and shot two butlers dead, 
wounded the Countess and also a valet who tried to 
disarm him. In Bluefield, West Virginia, a six-foot- 
200-pound woman who had been given notice to leave 
her job as housekeeper to a retired railroadman, bat- 
tered him to death with a poker, chopped him up with 
an axe, burned some of the pieces in a furnace and 
threw the rest on a garbage dump. In New York city 
a television man was bludgeoned to death, tied hand 
and foot, and was found under a blazing studio couch, 
probably with the thought that his incinerated remains 
would hide the cause of death. Elsewhere a man 
shot into a home where his ex-girl friend was having 
dinner and wounded her. 

It is a strange fact that people who seem normal 
and have never been known to exhibit any dangerous 
symptoms, will suddenly go berserk and commit the 
most horrible crimes. There are men and women 
walking about today, good companions, rubbing shoul- 
ders with people in the street or anywhere else, who 
will startle a whole nation by some mad lust to kill. 
They may do so for no apparent reason, or they may 
harbor a minor grievance until it expands in their 
imagination into a big one and then ruthlessly shoot, 
bludgeon or stab. 

A famous neurologist once said that nobody can 
tell the queer things that go through some people’s 
heads. If there was a way of telling what was going 
on inside the heads of some people who appear normal 
but are not, terrible tragedies could be averted.

THE END OF THE ROAD 

Sentences of death and life imprisonment for the 
leaders of the so-called Boyd Gang, and prison in vary- 
ing ferms for those who aided their lawless careers, 
have brought home again the truism that crime does 
not pay. These men lived a brief life of excitement; 
they possessed for a time a certain amount of money 
which they did not earn and found very difficult to 
spend, They lived limited, useless lives, in constant 
fear of detection and arrest. In their last days of 
liberty, they were hunted like rats and finally sur- 
rendered abjectly like the beaten cowards they ‘were. 

There should be a lesson worth heeding in this 
sorry episode. At an earlier stage it appeared that 
,some people, especially young people, were inclined 
to idolize these gangsters and regard them as heroes. It 
is possible that too much public attention was given 
to them, and they obtained a false importance which 
in the balance of time they assuredly did not merit. 
But foolish admiration for such unworthy characters 
has had its own reward. There js now nothing left 
to admire—not even the memory of something worth- 
while. 

This matter should not be closed without a word 
of thanks to the police, whose long and patient efforts 
brought these people to the Bar of Justice. The courts 
themselves dealt with the cases with dignity, direct- 
ness and sound procedure, in the best tradition of 
British justice. While there were unfortunate aspects 
to the affair, through weakness of jail supervision, in 
perspective the handling of the cases by police and 
bench has greatly heightened public interest for the 
administration of justice in Canada. No end could 
be more gratifying.—Globe and Mail

Milk Pans

Hyacinths Bring Garden 
Earliest Pinks and Reds 


Hyacinths bring the first brilliant 
red and pink flowers of spring. 
Blossoming with the daffodils, they 
also contribute deep porcelain blue 
and sky blue varieties, which make 
a vivid color effect contrasting 
with the dominant yellow of the 
daffodils. 

Their flowers stand straight, re- 
sembling the plume of & gren- 
adier’s hat; and because of this 
hyacinths are usually considered to 
be suitable for ‘‘formal’’ planting, 
in orderly rows or patterns, rather 
than in groups arranged informally 
in the border, But they can be 
tucked among other bulbs and 
perennials in numbers sufficient to 
Tegister a desired color-note; and 
they also look well in rows in the 
foreground of informal planting, or 
grouped at accent points. 

Besides vivid red and blue and 
lovely pink varieties, there are yel- 
low hyacinths. All are once again 
available in seve es. For gar- 
den planting second e bulbs are 
recommended, as they will do as 
well and are much less expensive 
than the mammoth bulbs, which are 
intended to be forced into flower 
indoors, in pots, or in ‘hyacinth 
glass These hold the bulb 
suspended above water in which 
their roots develop, the bulb con- 
taining sufficient substance to de 
velop its flower with the aid of the 
water alone. 

Hyacinths tend to be shorter lived 
in gardens than do other hardy 
bulbs. They bloom early, and should 
be planted in the fall in time to 
develop roots sufficient to support 
their early growth in the spring. 
Hyacinths are not as easy to keep 
with you, as are daffodils and tu- 
lips. They seldom multiply, and 
second year blooms are not as large 
as first. They should never be 
planted in a poorly drained location; 
the safest method is to plant them

Daffodils are true heralds “of 
spring, the first major flowers to 
blossom. With their appearance, 
landscape beauty begins to take 
form, as the size of the flowers 
and the extent of their groupings, 
enable them to dominate the gar- 
den picture. 

Though of limited color range, 
the daffodil has many attractive 
forms, and breeders are constantly 
at work developing new varieties 
in which bright red and orange 
trumpets make a vivid contrast 
with the white or yellow petals of 
the flowers. 

The large trumpet varieties will 
rise to a height of two feet, with 
flowers six inches across, when 
well grown. Other types are classl- 
fied according to the relative sizes 
of their trumpets, from the giants, 
to the poeticus type, in which the 
trumpet is reduced to a cup, usual- 
ly _a bright scarlet. 

Breeders have long sought to pro- 
duce “‘pink daffodils," and a few 
varieties have been introduced 
which haye trumpets faintly sur- 
fuséd with pink when grown in 
greenhouses, or in shady places 
outdoors. 

Daffodils thrive in woods, where 
they can be naturalized and grow 
with little attention, They like to} 
nestle at the feet of shrubs, or un- 
der trees, where they blossom be- 
fore the leaves come out in loca- 
tions which then are in the sun, but 
Jater will be shaded. They are 
seldom lifted oftener than once in 
three years, But never plant them 
where their foliage will be cut off 
before it turns yellow, which in- 
dicates that a new bulb has been 
formed and has matured.

John Hunter Appointed Chief of Police 


It isn't so many years ago that 
the village blacksmith shop was| 
a place of some importance to the} 
community it served. It was the) 
place to which farmers flocked to 
have their horses shod and their 
machinery repaired — It was the | 
place where many implements, tools | 
and pieces of essential equipment | 
were fashioned, some of them for | 
the firs, time — It was the place | 
where men aired their views on af- | 
fairs of the day, and where small 
boys liked to assemble, fascinated 
by the skill of the blacksmith as he 
fashioned a horseshoe or performed | 
some other feat on his anvil — It 
was a place which for a time, 
seemed as though it would be an 
enduring part of any community. 

But times change and perhaps 
in no other instance has a chang- 
ing period produced a more mark- 
ed effect on any trade than it has} 
on the ancient craft of blacksmith- 
ing—where once a blacksmith shop 
was to be found in nearly every 
hamlet, now they are few and far 
between. 

One of the survivors of this dis- 
appearing business is still plying 
his trade at Maple Lake, a smail 
settlement fiot far from Minden. 
He is 74-year-old John Cowan and 
he has been doing business_at his 
present stand for the past 20 years. 

Mr. Cowan says he learned his 
trade “by just looking on.” Like 
many another boy in the days when 
blacksmith shops were plentiful, 
he used to be fascinated by them. 
He liked to hang around and watch 
the “‘smithie” work, sometimes 
turning the bellows for him to pep 
up the fire in the forge, and some- 
times holding the lantern for him 
while he fashioned a shoe or some 
other piece of equipment. 

It was, Mr. Cowan recalls, on 
one of these occasions that he re- 
ceived some advice which he has 
Never forgotten. It came while he 
was holding the lantem for the 
man from whom he gained much 
of his knowledge of blacksmithing. 
It seems that his interest in the 
proceedings caused him to neglect 
the business of shedding a little 
light on the work at hand. This 
Was brought to his attention when 
he was admonished to “hold the 
light so you can see, then I can see 
too.” 

“T never forgot that,” he chuck- 
led as his mind went back to that 
night long ago when he was learn- 
ing his trade. 

Realizing that the day is coming 
when it is going to be next to im- 
possible to get blacksmith work 
done, Mr. Cowan is encouraging 
“the young lads” in the Maple Lake 
district to learn how to shoe their 
own horses. This plan was prompt- 
ed in part by an awareness of his 
own limitations as he advances in 
years. While he ig still able to turn 
out some good work at the forge, 
Mr. Cowan says he hasn't shod a 
horse himself for quite some time. 

Mr. Cowan declares that anyone 
undertaking to learn the blacksmith 
trade should cultivate the quality 
of patience. “This,” says he, “is a 
work which calls for great pa- 
tience,” He relates that many people 
trying their hand become discour- 
aged when their first attempts at 
“welding” fail. This he notes ts a 
ski] which is acquired only after 
much practice and after one has 
become familiar with the degree 
of heat needed to make the parts 
to be joined “stick.” 

“Good blacksmithing,” he sums 
up, “calls for good control in tem- 
perature, tempering and temper." 

Recognizing, as he does, that the 
days of this trade are numbered in 
rural Ontario, Mr. Cowan is ney- 
ertheless undismayed. He likes his 
Work and as long as there is a need 
for his services and as long as he 
is able to apply his hand, he plans 
to do so. He has a cheery greeting 
for all callers and is only too pleas- 
ed to show them his shop.

CAR TRAPS .... 

Something different in the way of car traps has 
been accidentally arranged in Lindsay and Minden and, 
unless you are unfortunate enough to get caught in 
them, they will probably never be noticed — a feat 
usually only achieved by a good trapper and with intent. 

In Lindsay the car trap is on the south side of 
Kent Street not far from the cafe west of William 
Street. This trap is so arranged that the unsuspecting 
motorist, lured by a glistening parking meter on the 
sidewalk, drives toward the curb quite unaware of 
the fate which is in store for him. Alas, he discovers 
too late that a storm sewer grating drops away sharply 
and his bumper is snagged on the curb! 
lucky he may not become so securely trapped that he 
cannot get way with a little rending of steel and 
shedding of chrome. 

Up at Minden the trap is even better camouflaged. 
The curbing on the west side of the street looks 
normal all the way along to the‘casual observer and 
it is not until the driver lets his car ease up to the 
curb that he discovers it is just the right height in 
places to allow the bumper to glide over easily at first 
only to grind into the sidewalk as the wheels become 
flush with the curb. Of course the whole curbing isn’t 
like this at Minden anymore than it is at Lindsay and, 
since neither place has bothered to post warning signs, 
the traps are most efficient and many get caught in 
them. They are especially effective at night. 


USEFUL FOLDING MONEY 

A 25-cent note received the other day served to 
remind us of how convenient this bit of currency was 
for sending through the mail. Measuring only about 
214 by 4% inches, this folding money presented ab- 
solutely no problem insofar as mailing was concerned 
when it was popular over a quarter of a century ago. 
All you had to do was to tuck it in an envelope and 
away it went .. no fussing around with cardboard 
moneyholders or purchasing of nostal notes to delay 
the sending, no added mailing weight and nothing to 
suggest that the envelope contained money. In brief 
it was the perfect small-denomination currency for 
sending through the mail. 

These 25-cent notes also had a strong appeal to 
the recipient. They were more or less looked upon 
as something special and many people acquired the 
habit of saving them. Even today there are probably 
many people who have several of these bills in their 
possession which they accumulated while they were 
in general circulation. Why, then, since this form of 
paper money was useful and appealing to a large num- 
ber of people, was it withdrawn ? 

During its hey-day the 25-cent note was dubbed 
a “shin-plaster” and recent inquiries fail to bring to 
light the real reason for its being so named. The major- 
ity of those spoken with on the matter conclude that 
it was called a “shin-plaster” because of its size which 
might be comparable to a plaster of sufficient expanse 
to patch an injured shin. Be this as it may, it was a 
useful small denomination note which might have filled 
a continuing need had it been kept even in limited cir- 
culation. 


PLAIN TALK... 

Premier Leslie Frost has done some very plain 
talking on the subject of aid to municipalities. He 
made it clear at Friday’s special session of the Ontario 
Legislature that no more aid was going to be forth- 
coming and that instead of shouting for more money, 
those charged with guiding municipal finances should 
cut their suit according to their cloth. The premier 
told members of the Legislature bluntly that he was 
not going to endorse increased provincial taxation to 
permit municpal extravagance. 

In making this pronouncement, it would seem 
that Premier Frost has said something which should 
have been declared a long time ago. It has been 
apparent for some time that municipalities were de- 
pending entirely too much on provincial subsidization 
for the good of the taxpayer. The subsidization of 
the municipality on certain projects has had the 
effect of causing those charged with municipal spend- 
ing to shoot too high. All they saw was the subsidy 
dangling before their eyes and this pot of gold at the 
end of the rainbow obscured their view of the burden 
they were placing on the municipality when they em- 
barked upon spending sprees. 

It is recognized that municipalities should share to 
an extent in revenue derived from certain forms of 
provincial taxation. This is particularly true of highway 
maintenance, where the tax is collected for the specific 

purpose of maintaining them by the province. Never- 
theless, the demands for provincial aid have increased 
to the extent that they display a marked tendency 
on the part of municipalities to avoid a realistic ap- 
proach to municipal spending and proper acceptance 
of their responsibilities. 

While Mr. Frost’s remarks may seem harsh, they 
must be recognized as being economically sound. The 
truth is frequently not a sugar-coated pill and facts 
often unpleasant to face up to, but it is time that 
municipalities started living more within their means 
and running their own show to a greater, not a lesser 
extent,

United Church of Canada Secretary, the Rey. Dr. 
Gordon A. Sisco, says that Dr. James G. Endicott, 
although he has resigned as a minister of the church, 
“ig still a minister of the Church of God”. Dr. Endicott, 
it will be recalled, is Canada’s ecclesiastical opposite 
number of the Red Dean of Canterbury. 

Thoughtful church members of all denominations 
will undoubtedly experience difficulty in accepting 
literally Dr. Sisco’s interpretation of the effect of Dr. 
Endicott’s resignation. It is difficult to sees-how one 
who professes to be in complete sympathy, as Endicott 
does, with a regime that prides itself on being Godless 
and aetheistic as well as totalitarian can, by any token 
be regarded by true Christians a “a minister of the 
Church of God”. 

It is sincerely to be hoped that the committee on

TASTELESS NAMES 
FOR ONTARIO ROADS 

Since construction of the Queen Elizabeth Way, 
the Ontario Goyernment has shown a growing, and 
distressing, tendency to use numbers alone in desig- 
nating new trunks roads. The divided-highway running 
east from the Ivy Lea Bridge to, Belleville is Highway 
24. This is the practical, engineer’s approach to 
naming roads. It may be efficient, but it results in 
designations as tasteless as cardboard. The Atlantic 


might as well be called Ocean No. 1 and the Pacific 
No.

Having been given an inch, the engineers haye 
now taken a yard. The four-lane road from Toronto 
to Barrie is to be called “Controlled Access Highway 
No. 400.” Tt is too much. The system of super-high- 
ways is being gradually extended. Construction of 
the Windsor-Toronto road is under way ; the Toronto- 
Cornwall highway will follow. Before the engineers 
get out of hand, the provincial authorities should re- 
view the present trend in designation of roads. 
‘ Queen’s Park already has a good example before 
if with the Queen Elizabeth Way. In the United States 
such roads as the Pennsylvania Turnpike, the New 
Jersey Turnpike and the Merritt Parkway are widely 
known. If it is impractical to use a name only, a 
road might be designated Officially with both a mame 
and a number, The first would keep the engineers 
content, the second would appeal to the public. The 
Skyline Drive in the U.S. is also Route 11, and both 
ae official; the Seminole Trail, or Route 29, 
Cita, he rae Grete igre ae wea 
voting temerity E ighway has its numbers, 
eae ce to province.

REALLOCATION: OF TAXES NEEDED 
TO HELP MUNICIPALITIES 
A news item a few days ago told about Ontario’s 
mayors and reeves asking Premier Frost to consider 
a $5 per capita annual grant to relieve yea] estate 
taxation, The need to relieve heavy taxation on real 
estate is well recognized but there is much 
said against the idea of going to the provincial govern- 
mént for direct aid such as requested. One doesn't 
need to go back far to see the reason. During the past 
few years, municipal representatives have been more 
or less getting into the habit of going to the province 
for grants so that today the province pays large 
part of upkeep of roads, gives substantial educational 
grants, and gives grants toward upkeep of Police and 
firemen. As one might expect the government supply- 
ing the money desires to have a Say Over the expen- 
diture and so there has been a considerable curtail- 
ment of municipal control by local councils and school 
boards, As ft has worked out, it has had a tendency 
to centralize control and away from local democracy 
with all its attendant evils. ‘i 
The solution would be a reallocation of taxing 
powers. Rather than seek more grants, the municipal 
Mayors and reeves should endeavor to induce the pro- 
vince to turn over some of its sources of revenue. 
This would not only stop the dangerous tendency 
toward centralizing control but would strengthen 
rather than weaken local government. In an age when 
democracy is facing the onslaughts it Is today it would 
be a step in the right direction.

In The Making 

Here is some news for the house- 
wife about bread from the Ameri- 
|can Department of Agriculture. 
| They say the loaf of bread, long 
known as the “staff of life,” soon 
| may be playing an even greater 
| food role. They say it soon may be 
playing an even greater food role. 
nutritious enough to substitute for 
chops and roasts in the family 
menu. Not that many people want 
to sit down to a meal of bread in- 
stead of steak. But the old famil- 
jar loaf some day may be shot so 
full of protein it will just about 
match meat in its nutritive value. 
It will also be a lot less likely to 
go stale. The new possibilities for 
bread come from research now un- 
derway at the American Insti- 
tute of Baking. For the past three 
years, the Institute has been using 
a grant from the U-S department 
of Agriculture to study the cause 
of staleness in bread. The Insti- 
tute's researches have developed 
a process for splitting wheat flour 
particles . . . separating thé pro- 
tein from the carbohydrates .. . 
and putting them back together a- 
gain with double the amount of 
protein. In a way, the method is 
something like that used in split- 
ting atoms. The researchers say the 
bread comes close to having as 
much protein as meat, Only thing 
is, the process now costs so much, 
it isn't commercially practical. Per- 
haps they will find a way to cut 
down the cost and give the little 
cook in the house a chance to try 
it out.

Dr. Myron Lieb says that mi- 
graine-type headaches and other

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the face and neck have beén traced 
to childhood thumb-sucking. Seems 
that the habit may put jaws out of 
line . . . resulting in the other af- 
fictions. 

The researcher says that “while 
not all infantile thumb-sucking is 
serious, research confirms the fact | 
| that ag it persists, thumb-sucking 
does cause an inbnlance of jaw re- 
lationships.” 

The dental authority reported to 
the Dental Explorers Society of 
Philadelphia on a 12-year-research 
project. 

Dr. Lieb says the human jaw is 
}one of the most powerful pressure 
machines created by nature or man. 
Even normal chewing, he says, puts” 
as much as 300 pounds stress per 
square inch on the teeth and jaws. 
Anything that throws the jaw off- 
center will cause these pressures to | 
strike unevenly, he says, and the 
result is constant irritation of teeth 
and gums, and ultimately of nerves 
and muscles. 

Nurse Shortage 

There's a shortage of nurses 
these days, And indications are 
it’s because the Florence Night- 
ingales are marrying their patients 
or the doctors. 

The situation is so acute that the 
New England Journal of Medicine 
recently chided bachelor subserib- 
ers who led nurses to the altar. It 
hinted they were making things 
that much tougher for persons who 
are ill. 

On the heels of that protest, one | 
of the largest makers of nurses’ 
uniforms made a check of ladies 
in white to find if it was true that 
their hearts belonged to doctors. 
And if 50, why.

The clothing 
manufacturer says that in the last 
25 years, the average nurses’ uni- 
form has shrunk from size 16 and 
18 to 12 and 14. The typical nurse 
he reports is five feet, three and 
one-half inches tall, weighs 129 
pounds, and measures 35-25-36. 
Which, the company has decided 
may explain why so many of them 
marry their patients.

No Hunting in South Victoria 


Deer hunting season in this por- 
tion of the province begins on No- 
vember 3rd this year and ends on 
November 15th, There is an open 
season on deer in only five town- 
ships of Victoria County since the 
southern seven townships have 
asked that there be no Open season 
on deer.

Novemb- 
er 3rd, 4th, 5th, and 6th in that 
portion of Peterborough County 
south of No. 7 Highway and the 
townships of Brighton, Murray and 
Seymour in Northumberland

Since the greatest deterioration 
comes when tools are idle, careful 
cleansing this fall and dry storage 
over winter are necessary precau- 
tions. 

‘The worst enemy of tools is rust. 
This attacks the metal parts during 
the winter when the tools are in 
storage and does more damage 
then than in the summer, when 
they are in constant use. 

‘To check the rust, first clean all 
outside metal parts by washing 
thoroughly. Caked mud should be 
| softened and removed. Then dry, 
| and cover the metal with a thin 
film of lubricating grease, or oil 
All bearings of wheel tools should 
be oiled. It is possible to obtain

new~handles, where the old ones 
have broken, and these should be 
set in place this fall. 

Spraying and dusting equipment 
should be cleaned thoroughly of 
all old spray materials. Take the 
nozzles of sprayers apart and 
clean. Oil the pumps of sprayers, 
and set them away without screw- 
ing down the tank caps, so that the 
rubber gaskets are not compressed. 
Dusters should be cleaned and 
the outside metal parts oiled, but 
instead of oil, powdered graphite 
should be used on the inside, 

Make a resolution when your 
tools haye been cleaned, to keep 
them clean in the future. This will 
prolong their lives, and make a 
substantial saving. A rack in which 
every tool has its place will be 
found well worthwhile.

‘The change will all be in govern 
ment figures. ... the result of a 
new statistical gadget called the 
Consumer Prices Index. 

The big change in the index will 
be its basis of comparison. While 
present figures are based on a 1939 
standard, the new index will use 
1949 as its starting point. Economic 
officials say it will give a tuer 
pictureof how the average Canadi+ 
an family is getting along. 

The experts term the present 
System “unrealistic” since it is 
based on family buying habits dur- 
ing depression years. They say a 
number of items of modern living 
are not accounted for in the figures. 

The new index is patterned on 
the buying habits of average Can- 
adian families in cities of 30-thou- | 
sand or more population. The con- 
suming habits of 15-hundred such | 
families were taken in 1949 to 
provide the basis for the index.

Pain in Neck, Shoulder, and Arm 
Caused by Ruptured Disc 

When we read or hear about a 
ruptured disc, most of us have in 
mind a rupture or crushing of the 
disc or cushion between two of 
the spine bones in the small of the 


back, resulting in pain in lower 
back and sciatica (pain in the 
large sciatic nerve extending with 
its branches right down to the 
foot). The removal of the disc by 
surgery removes pressure of the 
nerve or nerves in this region and 
pain disappears, 

That which occurs in lower 
back—rupture of crushing of a 
disc—may occur in the upper part 
of the spine (the neck or cervical 
region) has now been well estab- 
lished. Although I have written a- 
bout rupture of disc between spine 
bones of neck, I am reporting fur- 
ther information because so many 
men and women are consulting 
their physicians with pain in neck, 
shoulder, and sometimes extending 
down the arm. 


In Postgraduate Medicine, Dr, 
Henry G, Schwartz, Professor of 
neurologic Surgery, Washington 
University School of Medicine, St. 
Louls, states that as removal of 
crushed disc in lower back gave 
relief from pain, a similar disc in 
neck or chest region is now recog- 
nized more frequently. In the past 
many of these patients were con- 
sidered neurotics as they failed to 
obtain relief from medical treat- 
ment, Tj is now established that a- 
bout 10 per cent of all ruptured in- 


or cervica) region. 

A rupture of a cervical disc 
should be suspected in a patient 
with a history of a pain or stiff- 
ness of the neck extending to 
shoulder, arm or hand. In a form- 
er article on rupture of a cervical 
disc there was often a history of a 
blow on the head or a fall on the 
head as in football, 

"In the case of ruptured cervic~ 
al disc, the early complaints are 
stiffness and pain in neck, should- 
er and arm (ns mentioned above), 
Occasionally pain may extend to 
breast bone and angina pectoris 
(breast pang) be suspected. Pain 
may be aggravated by sudden 
movement of the neck or by cough- 
ing and sneezing or straining. 
There may be numbness, tingling 
or pain In the index finger, thumb 
or middle finger.. Bending or tilt- 
ing the head to side may cause 
pain on affected side and perhaps 
relief from pain on the other side.”

While pro- 
tein gives enery, aS do other foods, 
its chief value in the body is to 
maintain the muscle tissue 
throughout the body and repair cel} 
structure. Fortunately the more 
muscle tissue is used by work or 
exercise, the greater their increase 
in size, “The muscles, instead of 
being used up or consumed, are in 
such a healthy condition as a result 
of the regular or habitual exercise, 
that they take on new firmness 
j and are actually built up somewhay 
in size.” 

A cextain amount of protein food 
is needed and used directly for 
the bullding and repair of tissues 
and {s withdrawn from the blood- 
stream for that purpose. This is 
all the protein needed by the body, 
but “ny excess of protein must be 
burned up as energy or thrown oud 
of the body by the work of the kid- 
neys. 

This really means then that while 
some protein “must” be eaten daily 
| to maintain tissues, too much pro- 
tein is not an asset but oa lability 
as it puts extra work on the kid- 
neys and also on the liver. 

The important point about pro- 
| tein, greatly needed daily by the 
| body because of the amino acida 
| present in protein, is that it cannot 
{be stored In the body, as can fats 
jand carbohydrates (sugar), so thab 
| sufficient for the day's need is all
